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NEW EQUIPMENTS FOR THE GERMAN ARMY. 





WE give here two illustrations of the new accoutre- 
ments adopted for the German Army with a view to 
lessening tatigue by balancing the weights carried 
and distributing them over the body, greatly in- 
creasing freedom of movement on the march and in 
action, and also securing an actual decrease’ in 
weight sufficient to admit the addition of 20 rounds 
of ammunition without increasing the total burden 
borne by the soldier. The Militdr Zeitung of April 
9, 1887, from which we copy these illustrations, tells 
us that with slight changes the accoutrements which 
are now discarded have been in use for eighty years, 
having been copied in 1810-12 by Germany and 
nearly all European armies from that adopted for 
the French Army by Napo.zon I. in 1804. They 
narrowed the chest and by their vicious arrange- 
ment of breast straps impeded free movement of 
the lungs while marching. In 1877 the old arrange- 
ment of knapsacks wes condemned ina handbook 
upon the care of the health of soldiers by Dr. RoTH 
and Dr. Lex, and many army officers added their 
condemnation of the prevailing system. In 1884 
prizes were offered for models, in 1886 these prizes 
were awarded, and in 1887 official orders were 
issued for the adoption of a set of new equipments. 
A full description of the details of this new system 
was given in the Zeitung of September 19, 1885, 





The equipments include what is described as a 
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ing straps fitted into each other. The straps end in 
brass hooks which are fastened behind into the 
cartridge belt. The two carrying straps unite in a 
button, as shown in the cut, and on this button 
hangs also the back piece, endinz in a hook which 
catches under the belt. Thus, the weight of the 
accoutrements is distributed between the shoulders 
and the hips. The knapsack is provided witha 
waterproof linen bag which can in case of need be 
filled with provisions and attached to the carrying 
harness, or the knapsack itself can be left behind 
and this light *‘siege equipment,” as it is called, 
carried in its place. The waist buttons give place 
to hooks firmly set between the cloth and lining to 
support the belt. In place of the old cartridge 
pouches two cartridge pockets, each holding 30 
rounds, in three rows of 10 each, are carried in 
front. These pockets are strapped firmly to the belt 
so that they do not flap about and interfere with 
rapid movements, as the pouches did. A third 
pocket is provided behind for a reserve of 40 rounds. 
In addition, the non-commissioned officers carry a 
further supply of 30 cartridges in two front pockets 
holding 15 rounds each. The haversack is made of 
waterproof brown linen and has two divisions, one 
for food and the other for tobacco. Ordinarily, this 
is attached to the belt by two straps, but it has 
also an additional strap so that it can be 
carried independently of the other accoutrements. 
This strap is thrown around the neck, the ends 
hooking into the cartridge belt and supporting it. A 
ring is attached to one corner of the haversack to 
carry the canteen. Leather straps replace the chains 
upon the helmet, perceptibly reducing the weizht 
but detracting somewhat from its ornamental effect. 
Three holes for ventilation are added to the top 
plate of the helmet, making five holesin all. The 
Guard and Grenadier regiments retain the old 
helmet. Slight changes have been made in the 
cooking utensils and also in the carriage of the 
entrenching tools so as to lessen their weight and 
make them more readily available in case of urgent 
need. Light waterproof laced shoes are added as 
a relief frum the heavy boots. 








THE average strength of the British Army for the 
year 1886 was 203,805, of which 7,218 were officers. 
The Home Army numbered 98,057, and 105,748 
were in India, Egypt and the Colonies. 38,943 
men were recruited, 1,864 rejoined from desertion, 
and 5,421 deserted. The deaths were 2,721, and of 
the 41,799 recruits offering themselves nearly six 
per cent. (2,410) were rejected, and 370 deserted. 
Of the men accepted 11,109 were under 5 ft. 5 in., 
and 8,293 under 5 ft. 6 in. in height. 13,774 were 
under 34 in. chest measurement, and 7,358 weighed 
less than 120 pounds, 








Tue critics of our new Navy may perhaps derive 
some comfort from the report that the Agamemnon, 
a brand new ship of the English Navy which was 
commissioned as a 13} knot vessel, had to do her 
best to keep up with a squadron making less than 
nine knots. The Army and Navy Gazette says 
mournfully: ‘Her coal swallowing powers are 
equally incomprehensible. She carries 960 tons of 
coal, and is supposed to be able to steam 4,100 miles 
with that quantity at 10-knot speed, which gives an 
average of 56} tons per day; but now she burns 
more than double to go a knot and a half slower.

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THe London Health has some remarks upon ar- 
tillery practice which are in the line of what was re- 
cently said here by Dr. Samu. Sexton. A very dis- 
agreeable jar, it says, is imparted to the joint between 
the lower jaw and the skull when the individual 
is near a great gun which is being fired off. This is 
lessened, it is believed, by standing on the toes and 
leaning forward. Some simple precaution to be em- 
ployed by officers and men during artillery practice 
would seem very much needed, since ear shock is 
not only painful and distressing, but orders cannot 
be well heard while the confusion lasts. 








Tae French may well question whether the husi- 
ness of waiting to get even with the Germans is 
altogether profitable. A French writer estimates 
that the naval and military expenditure, and the 
interest on the National Debt, at the fall of the 
Bourbons (1830) represented $161,600,000; on the 
fall of Louis Philippe, $182,200,000 ; in 1872, after 
the fall of the Empire, $349,800,000 ; and in 1880, 
$447,200,000. Another Frenchman criticizes the 
military expenditure as wasteful, saying: ‘‘Ger- 
many, which has just manufactured at immense 
cost repeating rifles for her whole army, is begin- 
ning to find out their defects, and to ask herself if 
the old rifle was not preferable to the new one. We 
have just bought enormous quantities of ether and 
sulphuric acid for the manufacture of those new 
explosives about which so much noise,has been made, 
and the practical value ofjwhich is{already con- 
tested by competent persons. We French have 
fallen in love, turn-about, with armorvlads and tor- 
pedo-boats ; to-day all our enthusiasm is in favor of 
rapid cruisers. What will be the next hobby?” By 
abandoning its futile attempts at colonization and 
foreign conquest France might savesomething. The 
new French Army list shows that there are in Ton- 
quin 82 battalions of infantry, five batteries of 
artillery, and two companies of engineers, or over 
80,000 men, besides a small cavalry force of Spahis. 








THe Omaha Bee, judging from an article in its 
issue of May 4, seems to be disturbed by the idea 
that the retirement some time ago of certain cap- 
tains of the line, and the possible retirement of 
others at an early date, is simply done to make 
places for West Point graduates. The Bee says: 
‘‘ Officers disabled or incapacitated should be retired 
on the sole basis of length of time such incapacity 
has existed—those longest off duty at full pay 
should be retired, and this, regardless of every 
other consideration. Any other rule leads to favor- 
itism and such favoritism is always injurious to the 
Service.” The Bee is, perhaps, not aware that this 
is exactly what is being done, with more exactness, 
perhaps, than during any previous administration. 
Besides, whether retirements are made among the 
higher grades or among the lower of the line, it 
makes no difference, so far as creating vacancies 
for 2d lieutenants is concerned. The retirement of 
a colonel creates a vacancy for a 2d lieutenant just 
as muchas would that of a captain or a ist lieu- 
tenant. It is a cardinal military ideajthat captains 
should always be with their companies, ready and 
able to lead them wherever duty calls,\and this, we 
believe, is the idea President CLEVELAND has had 
and followed out of late when he has3directed sev- 
eral captains, absent from,their companies for long 
periods by reason of physical,disability, to present

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Brevet CoLoNEL ALANSON M. RANDOL, Major, Ist 
U. 8. Artillery,a gallant officer, died at New Alma- 
den, Cal., May 7, of Bright's disease. He had been 
an invalia for some time past, but his death was not 
expected sv soon. Colonel Randol has a splendid 
military record. He was graduated from West 
Poiut in 1860, and appointed Brevet 2d Lieutenant 
of Artillery; shortly afterwards transferred to the 
Ordnance Corps, again to the 3d Artillery in 1861, 
and became Ist Lieutenant, Ist Artillery, May 14, 
1861. From that imme forward during the war he 
was constantly and actively engaged in the field 
and partivipated in many battles. For gallantry at 
Newmarket, Va., June 30. 1862. he received the 
brevet of Captain, and was promoted Captain, let 
Artillery, Oct. 11, 1862. He was Chief of Artillery of 
the §th Corps in the Rappahannock Campaign, ard 
was engaged in all the battles of the Army of the 
Potomac. In December, 1864, be was appointed 
Colonel of the 24 New York Cavulry Volunteers, 
and followed Genera! Sheridan's fortunes until the 
surrender of General Lee. He received the brevets 
of Major, Lieutenant-Colonel, and Colonel in the 
Regular Army, and of Brigadier-General in the 
Volunteers, for special gallantry at Gettysburg and 
Five Forks and meritorious services during the war 
generally. On the 19th of April, 1882, he was pro- 
moted Major, 3d Artillery, and in a few weeks later 
was transferred to his old love, the Ist Art. Since 
the war he bas performed a variety of responsible 
service in the East and on the Pacific Coast, bis last 
station being Fort Canby. Colone) Rando! was an 
officer of handsome presenee and every inch a sol- 
dier. He had numerous friends and relatives in 
New York City and vieinity, and his death will be 
universally regretted. 


Brevet Majon-Generat Henry F. Ciarxe, Col- 
onel, U. S. Army, retrred, a distinguished and 
worthy officer, died at Washington, D. C., May 10. 
Geveral Clarke entered West Point from bis native 
State, Penusvlvania, in 1839, was graduated in 1848, 
and assigned tothe 2d Artillery, He rendered gil- 
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lant service during the Mexican War, receiving the 
brevet of Captain for his eonduct at the battle of 
Chapultepec. He was wounded at Molino del Rey. 
He was , romoted 1st Lieutenant Sept. 8, 1847, was 
offered a captaincy in the 10th Infantry in 1855, but 
declined, and January 12, 1857, was appointed to the 
staff as Captain anu Commissary of Subsistence, and 
promoted Major in August, 1861. From September, 
1861, to May, 1866, he also held the positions of Col- 
onel and A. A. D. C. His services during the War of 
the Rebellion were of the most meritorious char- 
acter, and he received the brevets of Colonel for 
gallantry in the Maryland campaign, Brigadier- 
General for gallantry at Gettysburg, and Major- 
General “for faithful and meritorious services in 
the Subsistence Department during the Rebellion.” 
He was promoted Colonel in the Subsistence Depart- 
ment May 20, 1882, and was retired from active ser- 
vice November 9, 1884, his sixty-fourth birthday. 
General Clarke wa: + refined, courteous and un- 
assuming gentleman, with a charming family and 
beautiful home surroundings. He leaves a large 
circle of relatives and friends to mourn his loss. 
The funeral took place on Thursday, a detachment 
of artillery from Washington Barracks being pres- 
ent to act as pall-bearers, etc. The large number of 
friends present at the ceremonies attested the gen- 
eral esteem in which the deceased offieer was held. 


INFORMATION has been received of the death May 
7,on board the [Iroquois at Panama, of 2d Lieut. 
Arthur H. Clarke, U. 8. Marine Corps. A despatch 
from Newport, R. I.. referring to the death says: 
** Newporters were shocked to learn of the reported 
suicide of Lieut. Clarke at Panama. Lieut. Clarke 
was the only son of Mr. Henry W. Clarke, of this 
city. He was a member of the class of ‘79, Rogers’s 
High School, but left at the close of 1878 to enter the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis as cadet engineer. 
Graduating from the Academy in 1882 he went on a 
two years’ cruise on the Richmond in South Ameri- 
can waters. In 1884 he passed an examination as 2d 
lieutenant in the Marine Corps, and for the past two 
years has been on the Iroquois, near the Isthmus of 
Panama, serving on land during tbe revolution 
there. He was a young man of bright promise, and 
seemed well satisfied with his experience in the 
Navy, making an excellent impression on his supe- 
rior officers. As far as is known here, Lieut. Clarke 
had no reason for committing suicide, and it is ex- 
pected that later information will show his death to 
have been from some other cause. His father and 
mother are completely prostrated.”’ 


Last week we briefly adverted to the death of Ist 
Lieut. Thomas C. Davenport, 4th U. 3. Artillery, 
May 6, at the St. Elizabeth’s Insane Asylum, Wash- 
ington, D. C., to which he had been removed a few 
days previous from the Artillery School, Fort Mon- 
roe, Va. Lieutenant Davenport entered the Military 
Academy, July 1, 1867, was graduated June 14, 1872, 
and promoted 2d Lieutenant, 9th U. S. Cavalry. 
Heserved for some years on frontier service, had then 
a tour of signal duty, was promoted Ist Lieutenant 
in 1878, and in 1886 secured a transfer to the 4th U.S. 
Artillery. He was a genial officer and all will 
regret his untimely death. He was a son of the late 
Captain R. K. Davenport, U. S. Navy, who died in 
1872. His mother was Jennie Brent Graham, the sis- 
ter of Major George R. Graham, Marine Corps, and 
he wasa nephew of Capt. Thomas Corbin, U. S. N. 


JoHN MOUNTPLEASANT, chief of the Tuscarora In- 
dian tribe, died on the reservation, near Lockport, 
N. Y., May 6, aged 77. He was the weulthiest and 
most influential man in the tribe. His widow is a 
sister of Gen. Eli Parker, who was Indian Commis- 
sioner under the late President Grant.

THE 18th annual reunion of the ey | of the 
Army of the Cumberland commenced at Washing- 
ton, D. C., May 11, Laeut.-Gen. Sheridan presiding. 
Many prominent officers were present, but not so 
many a3 was anticipated. The chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Publications reported that the society’s 
book had been published and was in the hands of 
members. The book contains a portrait of Gen. 
Crittenden, ono of the corps comn anders of the 
old Army. With this portrait and tbat of Gen. 
Paimer, to appear in the succeeding volume, the 
books will show a complete set of portraits of the de- 
partment commanders and thirteen communders of 
the Army of the Cumberland. 

The treasurer’s report showed the society to be in 
good financial condition. Of the vurious commit- 
tees appointed, Gen. W. D. Whipple, U.S. A., was 
appointed chairman of the Committee on Oration 
and Col. H. C. Corbin, U.S. A., on “ Time and place 
of next meeting.”’ The business meeting being 
over, adjournment was made until the evening, 
when they met at the enemas Church, whicb 
was handsomely decorated. 

Gen. Sheridan was greeted with a hearty outburst 
of hand-clapping and cheers as he rose to respond 
to the address of welcome. After some preliminary 
remarks, he said : 

I served in almost everybody's army from Pea Ridge to 
Apomattox. [Applanse.] I was down there even under 
General Sherman. But there was no army that I became so 
much attached to as the Army of the Cumberland, and my 
attachment arises from the fact that we were always faith- 
ful to each other. We had our up and downs, and we hed 
our reverses and our successea, and in all of these events— 
and I was there [applause]—there was nobody that I have 
krown or heard of who was not williag to help his neighbor, 
and always helped. 

Col. Henry M. Duffield. the orator of the meeting, 
was introduced by Gen. Sheridan as * one of our old 
Army of the Cumberland soldiers,” and delivered 
the annual address. At the conclusion of the oration 
the band rs a number of military calls and airs 
and then Gen. Sherman stepped forward at General 
Sheridan's invitation to indulge in a few Army re- 
miniscences. Needless to say. his remarks were 
enthusiastically applauded. e was followed by 
Gen. Rosecrans and ex-Gov. Curtin. 

On Thursday, May 12, came the great day of 4he 
reunion, the unveiling of the statwe of General 
Garfield. The day was beautiful, and, as a conse- 
a the procession, under the marshalship of 

eneral Absalom Baird, U.S. A., was a fine one, both 
as to its military and civic features. 

The 3d Artillery, a battalion of marines and a de- 
tachment of 200 sailors from the Galena with the 
Marine band formed the Ist Division. 

The 2d Division, under command of Major Goo4d- 
loe, of the Marive Corps, consisted of the District 
militia.

Warren Keifer, who on the part of the Monument 
Committee, delivered an address transferring the 
statue to Gen. Sheridan. At its conclusion, Gen. 
Sheridan, in behalf of the society, transferred the 
statue to the President of the United States, which 
was accepted by him in appropriate terms. 

At the business m ng of the society Col. Henry 
Stone, of Boston, was selected as the orator, and Col. 
McMichael, of Philadelphia, as alternate of the next 
reuuion. Chicago was selected as the place, and 
Chickamauga week, in September, 1888, as the time 
for holding the next reunion. The present officers 
of the society were re-elected for the coming year, 
as follows: President, Gen. P. H. Sheridan; Corres-

MEXICAN AFFAIRS, 


A CORRESPONDENT of the St. Louis Globe at the 
City of Mexico writing of thecelebration May 5 of the 
victory of the Mexicans over the French at Puebla 
25 years ago, says: “Those Americans who, ten short 
months ago, were rasping their throats with war cries 
against Mexico. might have seen the pageant with 

rofit. There was something instructive, to say the 

east, in the regiments of regular infantry, in the 
squadrons of cavalry, in the artillery, heavy and 
light, and, finally, most of all in the rurals, to com- 
pare with which there is no body of armed men on 
the continent. Americans are inclined to hold the 
Mexican Army in contempt, and there is a prevail- 
ing opinion that these soldiers are badly drilled, 
poorly equipped, few m numbers, and no fighters. 
Asregards the drilling of the infantry, this is subject 
to criticism. The men do not march well, but they 
are the poorest branch of theservice. The cavalry 
and artillery make a much better appearance, while 
the rurals, the pride of Mexico are superb in their 
movements. As for the equipment of the Mexican 
Army, it can be said with truth that taken as a 
whole it is far superior to that of the United States. 
The fact is that Mexico could start an army of 45,000 
regular troops, fully equipped, in every respect, for 
the Rio Grande to-morrow, and the "Gaited States 
could not. Itis not pretended to doubt what the 
final result would be in an encounter between a 
very big and a very small man, but in this case the 
small man isin a better state of preparation than 
the big one. Although the sentiment of the coun- 
try is in favor of peace, and there is no probability 
of a revolutionary movement, the Mexican Army is 
kept in a high state of discipline, and was never in a 
better condition. With a regularly paid, well fed, 
and highly disciplined army at bis command and 
railway facilities for the rapid movement of troops, 
the stability of ident Diaz’s Administration 
would be assured, even if it did not possess the loyal 
and patriotic support of the great majority of the 
Mexican people.’ 

A despatch early in the week from Guaymas, Mex., 
stated that under sentence of Court-martial were 
shot Col. Arvizu, Lieut. Guiterez, and Louis Feneen, 
who ore a few weeks ago a squad of soldiers to 
the Am side and attempted to release from 





the local officers a man who was not under arrest, 
but whom the officers were taking charge of to keep 
him out of trouble. ° 

The news has been contradicted, and the latest is 
that the prisoners have been respited and that our 
State Department has expressed the wish that some 
lesser punishment be awarded them. 








MONUMENT TO JOHN SEDGWICK. 


THE members of the Old Sixth Corps who went to 
the battlefield of Spottsylvania this w: ek to dedi. 
cate a monument to General John Sedgwick, were 
met and warinly welcomed by a large number of 
Virginians, including many ex-Covfederates, who 
had gathered there to greet them and to witness the 
ceremonies. General H. G. Wright, as presiding 
officer, called the assemblage to order at the monu- 
meut, and prayer was offered by the Rev. J. N. Rit- 
ner, late brevet captain of the Forty-ninth Penn- 
sylvania volunteers. After music by the Fredricks- 
burg band, General Wright delivered the opening 
address, and a letter wasread from President Cleve- 
land. The memorial tablet was then unveiled by 
General Wright, commander of tbe corps, assisted 
by six officers of General Getty's division. The 
monument is of Quincy granite, approximately py- 
ramidal in form, nine feet in height and five feet 
five inches square at the base, and surrounded by a 
cross. General J. W. Latta, of Pennsylvania, the 
orator of theday, then delivered his address, which 
was listened to with profound attention, and was 
frequently mterrupted by applause. At its conclu- 
sion Lieut. Col. Pingree, ex-Governor of Vermout, 
made an earuest and patriotic speech.

THE PRESS IN WAR TIME. 


Moncure D. Conway read a paper on “ The Gen- 
eral and the Journalist in time of War’’ before the 
Military Service Institution at Governor's [sland on 
Monday night. He related bis experiences asa corres- 

ondent in the Franco-German War showing the re- 

atious of the commanders to the reporters. The Ger- 
mans afforded favorable opportunities; the French 
put obstacles in the way. One of the points Mr.Con- 
way made was that “the commander and the private 
ought never to be left without some of the restraint 
held over them by the newspaper correspondent.” 
The paper was discussed by Maj. James Pemberton 
Grund, Capt. F. V. Greene, and Wm. C. Church. 
Gen. James 8. Fry, U. 8S. A., read this letter written 
by Gen. Washington: 

CAMP OF THE GLOVE, July 19, 1777. 

To a Committee of Congress on a visit to the Camp: 

A small travelling press to follow headquarters would be 
productive of many eminent advantages. It would enable 
us to give speedily exact information of any military trans- 
actions that take place, with proper comments upon them, 
and thereby frustrate the pernicious tendency of falsehood 
and wisrepresentation, which, in my opinion, of what com- 
plexion they may be, are in the main detrimental to our 
cause. If the people had a channel of intelligence that from 
its usual] authenticity they could look up to with confidence 
they miht often be preserved from that despondency they 
are apt to fall into trom the exaggerated picture our e1e- 
mies and their emissaries among us commonly draw of any 
misfortune we meet with. An ingenious man to accompany 
this press and be employed wholly in writing for it would 
render it singularly beneficial. GEO. WASHINGTON

liment has been tendered her by our naval folks. 

wuring the six months’ sojourn of the flagship Pen- 
sacola in Honolulu harbor, after taking Kalakaua 
home in 1875, our after-pivot bore on either side its 
carriage & bandsome tablet with the name * Kapi- 
olani,”’ placed there by direction of the gallant Adml. 
Jobn J. Almy. More than once did her Majesty and 
the Admiral “‘hobnob” alongside of * Kapiolani’s 
gun,” asthe afterguard boys used to call it, when the 
Queen and the “elite” of Hawaii's capital used to 
“take in” our hops. 

That trip of the Pensacola’s wasa memorable one, 
not only because we took the King home, but on 
account of the lively shake up we gave him when 
about half way from ‘Frisco to the Islands. In the 
morning watch, just about four bells, there was a 
crash; like, well, just like falling timber—tfor that’s 
what it was—and in less time than it takes one 
to write it, everybody, from the King to the Jack- 
o -the- Dust, was on deck in costume de rigeur, as 
that term applied to Kalakaua’s subjects before we 
missionized them. The Boatswain was piping * All 
hands save ship,”’ and there certainly was a queer 
old mess to cleur up. The ship being under all plain 
sail, the maintopmast had broken off just at the 
lower masthead and was hanging over the side with 
its weight of canvas, the mizzen royal and fore-top- 
gallant baving, ef course, followed their leader. 

jolonel Steimberger stood gazing at the wreck of 
the neat little steam Jaunch Uncle Sam was sending 
to Sumoa for him, the King was wondering where 
his Royal Standard had disappeared (superstitious 
jack tars believed that it was too heavy for the main- 
mast and had caused the disaster), Admiral and Cap- 
tain (Gherardi) looked askance at the officer of the 
deck, a worthy gentleman now rusticating at 
Asnieres France, until the Governors of Oahu and 
Mani philosophically broke the wanstay. it is be- 
lieved by a recourse to that guberuatorial chestnut, 
“It’s a long time between drinks.” At any rate, 
mum was the word, when assured that the ship 
was safe,and more than one private “ log "’ that day 
referred to the “Cham.” battle which followed. 
Never mind the cause of the disaster, we'}l let that 
go with the flowers that bloom in Honolulu. We got 
the King safely home, but, oh! ye gods! what a 
sight for a flagship carrying royalty. Representa- 
tive frigates of three foreign powers were in the 
harbor, ships, every one of them, decked out in 
holiday rig and with yards manned. 

The Pensacola had a ten-foot pole projecting 
from the maintop and on it was hung vhe Hawaiian 
standard! Thelog-book said that we bad a jury-mast 
rigged, but it was more generally dubbed the former. 

Kalakaua wus glad to get home. His subjects, 
observing an old custom in honoring a returned 
chief, flocked to the palace, each bringing a present 
of food. They overcame him with pigs, chickens, 
eggs, vegetables and fruits, and from the greatness 
of his store he made glad the heart of the Awerican 
tar by “ dividing the surplus,” the Pensacola’s share 
being three or four capacious boat-loads.

PAYING THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE writer of the article on “ Pay of the Army” 
in your issue of April 30 fails to show wherein the 
arguments preseuted by * K”’ in your paper of April 
2 are “very weak and improbable,” und until be 
lets the light of bis learving and experience on this 
subject illu:nine it. be must excuse the unprejudiced 
public from accepting bis mere stat 2meutsas cogent 
and unanswerable arguments, 

The tigures given by “*K” showing the great ad- 
vantages to the interest of the Government by the 
present system over that of the past are correct. 

The comment is vot so sad upon tbe officers of the 
Army as it is upon the system, or lack of system, 
under which they were working. They were more 
sinued against thin sinning. We are taught to pray 
* Lead us not into temptation.”” But in those days 
every temptation incident upon a loose and imper. 
fect system that could beset the handling of money 
by young and inexperienced officers lured them on. 

1 will admit it did noi strike me that, if the ex- 
pense of all the courts-martial entailed by the pres- 
ent system were added to the three-fourths of losses 
aud costs referred to that the expense of the Gov- 
ernment would be largely increased, so I took the 
patience to sum up what the difference would be be- 
tween 7-32 per cent. and three-fourths of one per 
cent. on the disbursement of one year, say $12,000,- 
000, and found it was $788,400. Rather large figures 
for the cost of courts-martial for the trial of enlisted 
men for one year. I must confess they startled me 
when, by reference to the last annual report of the 
Judge-Advocate General, I found that five-sixths af 
all the cases tried by general and inferior courts 
during the year were cases before garrison and 
regimental courts where no expevse is incurred, ex- 
cept the per diem and sometimes the travel expenses 
of an occasional citizen witness. ‘Therefore, the other 
one-sixth must be chargeable with the bulk of tbat 
extraordinary expense. 

To show further the value of bis statement I will 
say that the appropriation for expenses of courts- 
martial last year was $15,000, of which but a little 
over 38,000 was expended, and the larger portion of 
that was iu the trial of commussioned officers. It 
does not strike me y32t. 

The writer signs himself * * *, the insignia of a 
geueral. It seems to be well chosen, for bis state- 
ments are very geveral, and also hisreforms. He 
would take a sponge and wipe out the corps of pay 
masters iu toto. And what then? Abolish that curse 
to the Army, pay day, with all its evils. For come 
they many, or come they few, when the soldiers 
have money, those who are so inclined will strain 
discipline. 

_ Now, if the present systeia of paying the troops 
is such a crying evil, as the writer of the article re- 
ferred to would have us believe, | would suggest as 
a practical test of the question that each command- 
ing officer, who desires a more frequent payment of 
his command, address a request to the Adjutant- 
General of the Army, through the regular channels, 
that it may carry with it the approval or disap 
proval of those in higher authority, that the troops 
be paid once a month at least, and state in his re- 
quest wherein he believes such a change would be of 
benefit to the Service. 

it must be borne in mind that the Pay Depart- 
ment is n0t vested with the power to make laws or 
change regulations. It is simply executive ip its 
functions, and the scope of its action is limited by 
the lawg, regulations, and decisions that bedge it in. 
Hence, any change in the present practices, customs, 
or methods that may be desired must first be effected 
in the laws and regulations by which the Depart 
nent is goyerned. Then if the Pay Department 
fails to respond, or is not found iu its present 
organization competent to carry out fully the ra 
forms required, it will be time todevise some system 
which would elimiuate the corps of paymasters in 
toto. 

The writer of this is not an officer of the Pay 
Corps, but he will venture to say that if * * * was, 
the sponge act he is so auxious to perform would be 
deferred. K. 








REORGANIZATION SCHEME FOR ARTILLERY. 
the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 


HAVING read with great interest Prof. Michie’s 
article on the U.S. Artillery, Iam moved to offera 
few suggestions touching the reorganization of that 
moribund arin ef our Service. 

No one can fail to see the soundness of Prof. M.’s 
idea of making the artillery a corps with a chief at 
its head, but almost as importaut is the reorganiza- 
tion of the arm into two distinct branches, viz.: gar- 
rison and field artillery. £1 beg to present to your 
readers a busty outline for such a reorganization. 

The artillery to be acorps commanded by a Brig.- 
General with the title of Chief of Artillery; such 
corps to consist of two branches, the garrison and 
the field artillery. The garrison corps to be divided 
into five battalions, having the present complement 
of officers, each battalion baving ten companies of 
120 men each, or on & peace footing say 100:nen each. 

This would give the country a force of 5,000 or 
6,000 trained gunners for defence of coasts and har- 
bore, serving siege guns, etc. 

‘The field artillery to consist of 18 batteries, organ- 
ized for administrative purposes and to foster esprit 
de corps, with three battalions of six batteries each, 
the battalion being officered by 1 colonel, 1 major. 6 
captains, 12 lst heutenants and 6 2d lieutenants. The 
grade of lieut. colovel would thus be abolished in 10 
tield artillery, and the position would seem super- 
fluous in such an organization as the one above sug- 
gested. 

This plan would give 108 guns, with their full com- 
plement of men and horses always ready for service. 
‘Taking into consideration the immense importance 
of light artillery in war, and the time required iu 
traiving artillerists and riders, this force should al- 
ways be kept ona war footing. 

Promotion should be entirely separate in the two 
branches of the artillery. The work of directing the 
defence of coast forts, protecting channels, barbors, 
etc., is much more complicated and scientific than 
the handling of field guns, and may well be made 
over 10 @ special corps trained for the purpose, 
while the operations of a field train require, ina 
greater degree, physical strength, youth aud dash in 
the officers commanding it. 





England and Mexico are the only two vations 


against whom the United States might need to em- 
ploy its field artillery at short’ notice; consequently 
the light batteries should be concentrated near their 
frontiers, a battalion being stationed near Boston, 
another in North Central New York aud at Niagara 
or Buffalo, while a couple of batteries should be at 
San Antonio and a few at the Artillery School. One 
of the battalions should consist of horse artillery. 

We would suggest the detaching of the light bat- 
teries from the preseut regiments and the organiza- 
tion of eight new batteries, but should this seem too 
stupendous an armament to our Congressional 
Solons, the separation of the ten light batteries and 
their organization into a Field Artillery Battalion 
would be a step in the right direction. 

We should then have 60 guns with their men and 
horses, the major part of which force should be ad- 
vantageously posted along our Canadian border io, 
say, two large posts. 

The plan above outlined would give us a prac- 
tical and simple organization in place of the present 
ludicrous makeshift, would foster esprit de corps, 
give promotion and life where at present is stagna- 
tion aud death, and would, in one word, convert 
the artillery into a combatant erm of the Service in 
place of the present dormitory for gentlemen ia 
red-faced uniforms. .

A REVENUE CUTTER EPISODE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue following episode in the career of the lste 
Captain William A. Howard, U. 8. Revenue Cutter 
Service, may not be without interest to officers of 
that Service. 

In 1824 Capt. Hoare, of His Majesty's brig Dotterel, 
seized nine American fishing vessels, one of which 
was retaken by her crew, and two others rescued by 
their crews, aided by an armed party from Eastport. 
The two latter vessels were known as the Reindeer 
and Ruby, aud were owned priuvipally in Eastport, 
where the news of their capture created great ex- 
citement and indignation. 

W. A. Howard at the time was a mere stripling—a 
merchant's appreutice—bhis employer being la: gely 
interested in the two vessels. Seized by a sudden im- 
pulse, young Howard resolved to attempt the re- 
capture of the two vessels. Hastily gathering some 
thirty persons. many of whom were boys, wita per 
baps a dozeu of them armed with such weapons as 
could be quickly grasped, they awaited the approach 
oO; the vessels which passed in close proximity to 
Eastport eu route to Lubec. 

The party uuder Howard embarked in two small 
schosuers, and, hoisting the American colors, ran 
alongside of the captured vessels, intimidating the 
prize masters and crews tosuch an ¢xteaot that posses- 
sion was given at ouce without a sbot being 4:1. 
The recaptured veasels were taken to Eastport 
amid general rejoicing, young Howard recei:1..g¢ great 
praise for bis prompt action in the matter. The ca-e 
was referred to Heury Clay, at that (ime secretary 
of State, by the representatives of Great Britai), but 
failed to receive satisfaction und the case was flaaliv 
dropped. Howard afterwards received theappoiut- 
men of a midshipman in the U. 8. Navy, which he 
resigned for a commission in the Revenue Cutter 
Service and died holding position at the head of the 
list of Captains. 8.

of cotton, could be converted into splints and ban 
The Doctor showed his familiarity with the subject hy in- 
stantly answering some nice questions on critical points, 
sta*ted by Col. Frank and others, and by mekiog no 
use of written aid. He never resorted to any vain flights 
of fanciful eloquence, but divested his subject of all una- 
voidable technical terms,so that those present, from the 
recruit to Gen. Tidball, could derive instruction from his 
method of treating fractures, from the fingers to the toes, 
All the officers attended, and probably some of them may, 
in the case of sudden fractures at some future time, bave 
to make use of blankets and bayonets.

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE FOR THE ARMY. 


A COMMITTEE of Baltimore ciergymen have ad- 
dressed a letter to the President on the subject of 
Sunday observance in the Army. The letter was 
referred toSecretary Endicott, and by bim to Lieut.- 
Gen. Sheridan, and is now before the Board on the 
revision of the Army Regulations. Gen. Sheridan 
wrote the following indorsement on the letter: 


This is a subject which has been discussed at intervals for 
many years. My predecessor, General Sherman, made several 
reports, and his recommendations were uniformly sustained 
by the Secretary of War. In his correspondence Gen. Sher- 
man fully expressed my views, as, I believe, those of almost 
all the officers ot the Army. 


General Sberidan then quotes as his views from a 
letter written by Gen. Sherman to the Rev. H. C. 
Cameron, of New Jersey, on the subject of Sunday 
observance in the Army: 


“ Six days shalt thou Jabor and do all thou hast to do, but 
the seventh is the Lord’s,” etc. Some construe the seventh 
day to begin with the setting of the sun on the sixth day, 
others at midnight, and some others on the issue of the sun 
of the seventh day, but all agree that one day in seven shall 
be secure from work ; but Christ himself reproved the Jews 
for their too literal corstruction of the commandant, which 
bad been in force thousands of years, and he came on earth 
as a redeemer and reformer. He badethem take the ass out 
of the ditch and to gather their corn on the Sabbath, and 
many other things which had been prohibited by their too 
rigid and litera) construction of their religious code. Now, 
suppose sailors on the occan were to refuse to trim their 
sails on a Sunday, how many ships would reach their ports? 
Suppose sailors were to refuse tu act as guards and sentinels 
on the Sabbath, or to clean their arms, or to march to their 
battle lines, would not the wicked prevail over the righteous ? 
No! Cbrist himself held that there were indispensable duties 
which we must perform on the Christian Rabbath rather 
than that a poor ass might perish. I admit that all military 
men assert that the rule of one day's rest in seven is not 
ouly wise but holy, but like all general rules, must have ex- 
ceptions which prove the rule. Every Christian mother 
washes and dresses her children of a Sunday morning so as 
to attend divine service in their best clothes. So soldiers are 
required to wash and dress in their best for Sunday. This is 
all Sunday morning inspection means, and every officer who 
commands « garrison in any country will state that soldiers 
are much more moral, much better behaved, and much 
more disposed to practice Christian conduct when so cleaned 
up and dressed than if allowed to lounge about unclean 
Sunday morning. I[ assure you that, knowing the fact, that 
your good wife has as much of the Sunday morning inuspec- 
tion of her children as Gen. Sehofield has at West Point. if

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE new steam launch recently completed at the 
Mare Island Navy-yard for service in Alaska, has 
been named the Cosmos, after the club of that name 
in San Francisco. 

Tue San Francisco Bulletin April 30 reports that 
the officers aud crew of the steamship Omaha have 
subscribed $1,200 for the relief of the injured and of 
the families of those killed by the explosion of a 
shell at Ike [sland, near Nagasaki. A subscription 
list is also being sent round the other ships of the 
Asiatic squadron. 

A RusstrAn lieutenant bas invented a liquid fuel, 
which was recently tested on two steamers intended 
for duty on the River Oxus. It is reported, asa re- 
sult, that 1 lb. of petroleum-refuse performed as 
much work as 24 lb. of coal. A sheet of white 
paper, held over the top of the funnel remained un- 
colored by smoke or soot. The price of this new 
fuel at Baku is about 4d. a ton. 

Tue Newport papers report that Eugene Creigh- 
ton, equipment yeoman on board the Saratoga, bas 
been missing since Wednesday of last week, and a 
reward of $101s offered for his return to the sbip. 
He was last seen by his wife between 9 and 10 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, when he had on citizen's 
clothes, e bas been attached to the Saratoga for 
many years and was respected by all who knew him. 

A WRITER in tbe April number of Blackwood dis- 
cusses the question whether or -not ironclads are 
doomed. Anyone disposed to be hypercritical, says 
Broad Arrow, might point out that the term 
*“armor-clad ” more correctly designates the type 
of ship referred to, for *ironclads”’ have not been 
built during many years past. There 1s a necessity 
for greater accuracy of expression than is com- 
monly employed when questions relating to naval 
construction and tactics are being discussed; and 
there are no greater sinners in this respect than are 
to be found at the British Admiralty itself. 
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THE commandant of the Navy-yard at New York 
reports thatin accordance with G. 0. 355, aJl the 
stores and supplies of the several bureaus of the 
yard have been concentrated in one building. 

Str NArHANIEL BARNABY asserts that a swift 
mail-steamer may be as powerful a factor in a mari- 
time war as an ordinary naval cruiser which has cost 
a million and a quarter of dollars, and is manned by 
five or six hundred men. 


THE commandant at the New York Navy-yard 
has reported to the Navy Denartment that, in 
accordance with General Order 355, all of the stores 
and supplies of the several bureaus have beeu con- 
centrated in one building. 

Tue Ordnance Bureau has greatly reduced its 
force at the naval proving grounds, and only work 
of the utmost necessity is being done there. Nothing 
whatever has been done looking to the selection of 
a new site for the proving grounds. 

THe Naval Bureau of Ordnance will in the near 
future issue advertisements for the steel to be used 
in assembling the 6-inch guns appropriated for in 
the Naval Appropriation act for next year. They 
are to be built of crucible, Bessemer, and open- 
hearth steel. 

Curer NAVAL Constructor WILSON and Samuel 
Cramp, May 11, drove the first rivet in the keel of 
the new war cruiser Baltimore at Cramp's shipyard, 
Philadelphia. Others present were Naval Con- 
structor Webb, Chief Engineer Melville and Chief 
Engineer Habighurst. Work will be pushed on the 
new cruiser. 

Capt. WALKER has written to the superintendent 
of the Naval Academy requesting that he be fur- 
nished with a list of the naval cadets who finish their 
four yeurs’ course in June, showing where each one 
of them would like to perform the two years’ sea 
service, and which of them desire to be assigued to 
the same vessels. In making the June assignments 
this year the Department will comply with the 
wishes of the cadets as far us possible. 

Mr. J. W. PuaGsLey, the new superintendent of 
the Washington Ordnance Navy-yard, commenced 
preliminary operations there May 9, cleaning out 
the anchor shop, preparatory to its extension and 
adaptability to the wants of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. Comdr. A. H. McCormick and Civil Eugr. R. 
E, Peary, of the yard, went to Bethlehem, Pa.. to in- 
spect the new plant for casting steel guns, Secretary 
Whitney, who inteaded to go with them, was una- 
ble to get away. 

THE second annual reunion of the graduates of 
the Naval Academy will be beld June 9, 1887. The 
business meeting will take place at 2.30 P. M., in the 
Physical Laboratory. The annual dinner will be 
given in the cadets’ new mess hall, at 8p. M. Those 
who wish to attend are requested to inform the Se- 
cretary, Lieut. B. F. Tilley, by June 1 next, en which 
train they willarrive, in order that the proper ar- 
rangements may be made. The graduating exer- 
cises of the class of 1887, and the annual ball will 
take place Friday, June 10. 

A DESPATCH tothe N. Y. Herald from Norfolk, 
May 10, says: “The report that the men brought 
here for the flagship Trenton from the Brooklyn 
Navysyard on the U.S. S. Dolphin yesterday had no 
accommodations on board, aud were exposed on 
the decks of the ship on the trip down and endured 
considerable suffering led the Herald correspondent 
to-day to interview a very intelligert seaman, who 
came down with the crew. He stated that there were 
306 nen in the draft ou board the Dolphin, and,while 
it is true that they were exposed on the decks of the 
vessel during the trip, yet the weather was mild and 
they did uot suffer by the exposure to any apprevia- 
ble extent. On tre contrary, the men appeared so 
glad to be assigned toa good shiy that they were 
willing to eudure any slight privation, and no spe- 
cial complaints of the discomforts of the trip has 
been made by any of them.

NAVY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, May 7, 1887. 
General Order No. 359. 

Tue Chief ‘Constructor of the Navy having called the 
attenticn of the Department to the necessity of adhering to 
the Construction Aliowance Book, except in cases of emer- 
gency, commanding otlicers are directed to observe the most 
careful and systematic economy in the purchase of materi- 
als for the repairs of vessels in commission ; and they are 
directed to adhere to the Allowance Books, except in case 
of great emergency, which should at once be reported to 
the Department, with the estimated cost of the repairs 
thought actually necessary by a Board of Survey composed 
of competent officers. 

In this connection the attention of commanding officers is 
called to the fact that the complement of each ship contains 
mechanics who should be capable of executing all repairs to 
hull and machinery not uiring the use of the plant of 
ship or engine building establishments. 

It is too much the custom for commanding officers to un- 
necessari'y require for labor which is already on board ship, 
and they aye warned that hereafter they will be held strictly 
accountable for uests for the services of mechanics when 
the complements of the several commands are full. There 
hus apparentiy often been too great a desire to throw the 
responsibilitv of work upon officers at Navy-yards when the 
repairs could have been out more economically up- 
der their own immediate supervision. 

The above applies to the allowances authorized by all 
Bureaus and to repairs under their cognizance.

THE QUESTION OF A NAVAL RESERVE. 

THE Secretary of the Navy has devoted some at- 
tention since the adjournment of Congress and the 
failure of Mr. WHITTH2RNE’s bill, to considering 
what can be done toward organizing a Naval Re- 
serve, and the gentlemen of the Bureau of Naval 
Intelligence have been busied in developing a 
scheme which has not yet taken form. One idea 
which bas found faver with the S ecretary is to in- 
corporate the yachting organizations into the plan, 
but a careful consideration of the subject disposes 
us to believe that this is a pure waste of effort. The 
abilities of our yacht owners are more in the line of 
sociability than seamanship. Some of them are good 
sailors no doubt, but the majority do not undertake 
to sail their own craft, nor are they capable of do- 
ing so. Yachting is an expensive luxury, of which 
most men soon tire, so that there is a constant 
change of ownership, and few of the yachts have 
fixed crews; men being picked up for the summer 
cruise and then dismissed, the yachts being laid up 
for the winter in the charge of keepers. It grieves 
us to say this of gentlemen whose champagne we 
bave always found most excellent, and their com- 
pany most delightful, but the truth compels. Com- 
modore GHERARDI and Commander McCa..a, 
have been conferring with the yachtmen, and may 
perbaps have reached < different conclusion; if so 
we shall be glad to know upon what their conciu- 
sions are based. 

What we must depend upon for recruiting our 
Navy in time of need are the sailors employed in 
our merchant marine, including those cruising along 
the coast and familiarizing themselves with the ins 
and outs of our harbors. It is estimated that from 
fifteen hundred to two thousand men are to be found 
upon the craft sailing up and down Long Island 
Sound and the waters of the East River alone. Not 
all of these are sailors in the strictest sense, but 
they are all accustomed to the water and furnish 
excellent material for instruction. Nor need that 
instruction wait upon the slow movements of Con 
gress and an appropriation. It would seem to be 
within the possibilities to register them under the 
present law in some form and invite them to listen 
to lectures which can be more profitably addressed 
to them than to the gentlemen of multiple engage- 
ments and harassing social responsibilities, who are 
organized into various yacht clubs, and who have 
already arrived at the experience of captains and 
commodores. It might be considered as reflecting 
upon men of such experience to invite them to 
sit like school boys to receive the instruction of 
lieutenants and lieutenant commanders. They 
should be held in reserve to take immediate com- 
mand of extra naval vessels in time of war with- 
out subjectirg them to the humiliation of prelimi 
nary schooling. 

Our efforts should also be directed to organ- 
izing the men of the Life-Saving Service, the Light- 
House Service and Coast Survey into a naval re- 
serve. The Revenue Marine Service might be in- 
cluded in this if not actually incorporated into the 
Navy. In addition to this we should have what we 
already have taken measures to procure, and that 
is a list of vessels fitted for auxiliary service and a 
census of the seamen who might be made available 
in case of extremity. Courses of lectures on naval 
warfare and subjecis akin thereto might then be 
established at the principal seaports, and the cap- 
tains, mates and engineers of the coasting vessels 
and ocean craft invited to attend them when in 
port. Measures should be taken to enrol the 
best of these men under proper conditions into a 
naval reserve organization the members of which 
should be granted certain privileges, such as having 
their names carried on the Navy Regis.er, being 
permitted to fly a naval reserve flag and wear a 
uniform to be designated. In this way they would 
become attached to the Navy, ba familiarized with 
its method and become acquainted with its officers, 
who would in their turn learn more of the men 
they may at avy time be called upon to deal with. 
None of these suggestions involve any considerable 
outlay and the further we can go in the direction of 
organizing a navya! reserve without askiog for an 
appropriation the easier it will be to get one, when 
the plau shall have approved itself to our maritime 
population and through them to Congress and the 


country, 
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We do not by any means say this to discourage 
the plan of establishing a system of bounties, such 
as England and France have, for the purpose of en- 
couraging the building of mercantile vessels suit- 
able for transformation into cruisers. Thatis a 
larger scheme and one that requires time for its 
development, and that time will be lessencd in 
our judgment if the simple scheme we propose 
should meanwhile be adopted. We certainly need 
something as an auxiliary to our Navy, asthe militia 
and volunteer forces are auxiliaries to the Army. 
As the people of this country will not bear the bur- 
den of a large aggressive navy, it is necessary that we 
should have the elements from which a powerful 
active fleet could be rapidly created in time of war, 
and that these elements should be so clearly in evi- 
dence, so prominently a part of our national life, 
that no foreign nation could fail to know and recog- 
nize the fact of their existence. 

The simple solution of this problem is to be found 
in the establishment of several lines of swift, power- 
ful ocean steamers, to do a portion of the work 
which is now being done by the various foreign lines 
who divide our ocean carrying trade. Let these 
ships be built either by private companies under sub- 
sidy from the Federal Government and under the 
fupervision of naval engineers upon specifications 
provided by the naval authorities, or by the Gorern- 
ment itself. Let them be commanded and officered 
by naval officers in the pay and on the active or 
retired list of the Navy. Let the whole staff of the 
ships, that is to say, the deck officers, the engin- 
eers and all the petty officers, be regularly cou.mis- 
sioned as enlisted men of the United States Naval 
Reserve, ready to be changed bodily—ships and men 
—into the Regular Navy. 

In order to do this effectively it is only necessary 
to have the ships designed in such a way that they 
would be at once the swiftest, finest, safest, and 
most luxurious passenger ships in the world, and at 
tbe same time be readily convertible into powerful 
and effective cruisers. That this can be easily accom- 
plished it is easy to show. 

The only objection of any weight, which was 
raised at the time of the discussion of this subject 
in the daily press, was that it would be derogatory 
to the dignity of regular line officers, or the Engi- 
neer Corps, of the Navy, to take positions on mer- 
chant ships. A moment's consideration will demon- 
strate the utter futility of this argument. 

A large number of the very best officcrs 
the United States Navy has produced, have been 
proud at different times to take command of mer- 
chant ships, and several have been themselves bied 
in the Merchant Service. This is not only the case 
in our own Navy, but in the Navies of Great Britain 
and France. One of the foremost objects of am- 
bition to English half-pay officers is to get positicns 
on the great ocean steam lines. The Cunard line 
owes not a small part of its reputation for safety 
and thorough discipline in its ships, to the fact of 
its employing many of the half-pay or retired offi- 
cers of the Royal Navy during the earlier years of 
its existence, and several officers of the active list 
were specially detached by the Admiralty for that 
service. 

Of our own naval officers, Commander Schenck, 
when a young lieutenant, had command of the 
paddle- wheel steamer Ohio, on the track between 
New York and Aspinwall. Commander Hartstene 
sailed the steamers Jl/inois and Ohio for several 
years in the New York and Aspinwall trade. Ad- 
miral Shufeldt commanded the steamship Quuker 
City in the New York and West India trade. Com- 
mander Herndon, tbe father-in-law of the late 
President Arthur, sailed the steamer Central 
America, and was lost ia command of that ship. 
Lieutenant. Jeffries and a large number of junior 
officers of the Navy were deck officers on the Jilinois 
under Captain Hartstene. Lieutenant Patterson, late 
of the Coast Survey, commanded the popular steamer 
Golden Gate in the Pacific trade from about ’50 to ‘55. 
Lieutenant Higgins was captain of the steamer 
Herman, of the New York and Bremen Line, in °48 
and ‘49. Lieutenant Commander J. D. Bulloch also 
had command of one of the ships of the same liae. 
Commander Phillips, a few years since, was captain 
of one of the Pacific mail line to Panama. Com- 
modore Charles Morris, one of the best officers in 
the Navy, father of George A. Morris, who fought 


the Cumberland so gallantly until the ship sunk 
with flying colors, was brought up by his own father 
in the merchant service, and it was in that service 
be learned the method of warping a vessel ina 
calm at sea, by which the Constitution was warped 
away from a British fleet. Morris was 1st lieu- 
tenant of the Constitution, under Hull at that time, 
and it was to his suggestion the manwuvre was 
due, which saved the ship. Admiral Porter, when 
he was a lieutenant in the Navy, commanded the 
Golden Age, and sailed her to Australia on her 
first voyage from San Francisco. fe also sailed 
several other merchant vessels early in the fifties. 
These are only examples which might be multiplied 
indefinitely. The splendid service which the small 
American Navy achieved in the war of 1812 was 
due in a large measure to the fact that so many 
good seamen, captains and mates of merchant 
ships volunteered into the Navy at that time, and 
furnished the very best material possible for the 
handling of cruising and fighting ships. There can 
be no question that a line of first class swift ocean 
steamers commanded and sailed by Naval officers 
would be areal and most v. luable Naval Reserve, 
and we are in full sympathy with any measures 
that may be taken to establish it. 








THE PNEUMATIC GUN AND ELECTRIC FUSE, 


Our English contemporaries are just beginning 
to realize the possibilities of ZALINSKI’s pneumatic 
dynamite gun. The Army and Navy Gazette in an 
article describing and giving its history says: ‘‘ The 
defence ot our home and Colonial coast towns being 
a question which will not longer brook delay, it is 
surprising so little attention has been paid 
to the rapid advance made in the United 
States towards the development of the pneu- 
matic torpedo gun as an important adjunct to the 
protection of seaports and harbors. Although ac- 
counts of this invention have appeared in scientific 
and Service journals, neither the general public nor 
the authorities seem to have given it due considera- 
tion. Yet, from the constant reference which is 
made to this novel and ingenious arm in the Ameri- 
can newspapers, and from the fact that the United 
States Government has actually voted the money to 
build a cruiser to carry three of these guns, it would 
appear that its value is taken to be well established. 
At all events, the invention seems to have reached 
a stage when it should be taken cognizance of by 
the authorities in Whitehall and Pall Mall.” 

Engineering in its issue for April 25 pubiishes a 
description of the gun with illustrations, and says of 
it: “The demoralizing effect which the fire of a 
dynamite gun against a ship would have upon the 
crew can be estimated by the dread with which the 
Whitehead torpedo has inspired. Nettings would 
be no protection against it, while the projectiles 
could follow one another at two-minute intervals, 
and could not be dodged by the handiest vessel 
afloat. The gunners would be beyond the range of 
machine gun fire, and would be fairly well pro- 
tected against heavy shell, supposing their position 
could even be made out.” 

The crucial test to which the pneumatic gun is 
soon to be subjected will enable us to fix its value 
more exactly, but meantime there can be no ques- 
tion as to the value of the electric fuse which Lieut. 
ZALINSKI has invented and patented in drfferent 
countries. Of this most valuable invention the 
Gazette says: ‘‘A difficulty occurred with the 
fuses, shells exploded by a percussion cap in front 
failing to produce any marked effect. This led tothe 
inyention of the electrical fuse, depending upon a 
small battery enclosed within the shell, so arranged 
that the circuit is closed by means of a sensitive 
plunger an instant before the projectile strikes the 
target. The more recently made projectiles with 
increased charges carry one or more of these pri- 
mers, so as to explode the charge at several points 
simultaneously. Snould the ship fired at be missed, 
explosion will follow a moment after the projectile 
enters the water, or failing this, the explosion will 
certainly occur on the shell reaching the bottom. 
And further, the circuit must remain open until 
the projectile leaves the gun; premature explosi »ns 
are impossible, and accidents such as have too often 
happened in handling these sensitive fuses are en- 





tirely prevented,”

Waat CaBLy.e has to say on the subject of sym- 
bols in his *‘ Sartor Resartus” is effectively quoted 
by the San Francisco Report with reference to the 
threatened breaking up of the old war ship Hart- 
ford, which desecration has been happily averted : 
** Have not I myself known 500 living soldiers sabred 
into crows’ meat for a piece of glazed cotton, which 
they called their flag ; which, bad you sold it at any 
market-cross, would net have brought above three 
groschen? Did not the whole Hungarian nation 
rise, like some tumultuous moon stirred Atlantic, 
when Kaiser Joseph rocketed their iron crown, an 
implemeut, as was sagaciously observed, in size and 
commercial value, little differing from a horseshoe ? 
Under a like category, too, stand, or stood, the 
stupidest, heraldic coats-of-arms, military banners, 
every where ; and generally all national customs and 
costumes ; they have no intrinsic, necessary divine- 
ness, or even worth ; but have acquired an extrinsic 
one. Nevertheless through all there glimmers some- 
thing of a Divine idea ; as through military banners 
themselves, the divine idea of duty, of heroic dar.~ 
ing, in some instances of Freedom, of Right.’’ 
The whole Navy will be gratified to learn that Sec- 
retary WHITNEY has decided to repair the Hartford 
and recommission her for sea service. It is believed 
that this action is due to the numerous ex- 
pressions of public interest throughout the country, 
as well as to the sentiment which the Secretary holds 
in common with ai) Americans whose pulses quicken 
as they read of the noble ¢eeds done by Admira) 
FARRAGUT when borne to victory by the old Flag- 
ship. Perhaps, too, the recent visit of a committee 
from the Pacific slope may have had something to 
do with the action of the Navy Department. What- 
ever the influence the country is grateful. 








In his article in the May Scribner Commander 
CHapwick shows that our steam tonnage registered 
for foreign trades was 6,000 tons less in 1885 than in 
1870, and that the percentage of our imports car- 
ried in American vessels has steadily dwindled from 
75.2 per cent. in 1856 to 66.5 in 1860; to 35.6 per 
cent. in 1870; and 15.98 per cent. in 1886. Even 
during the civil war it never fell below 27.5 per 
cent. We must get what comfort we can in view 
of this showing, from the statement that the three 
quarters of a million steam tonnage turned out 
from English yards in 1883 was halved in 1884 and 
that agaiu halved in 1885, when the output fell off to 
221,918 tons, the average size of the vessels also fall- 
ing from 724 tons to 456 tons. Asan average of 173,- 
061 tons is estimated to annually disappear from the 
register England would seem to be hardly more than 
holding herown just now. There has been, however, a 
sudden and unexpected development of sailing vessels 
in Great Britain in the last few years, due mainly 
to the very great depression in trade and freights, 
whereby it was made impossible for many steamers 
to continue in use without great loss; while at sea, 
at least, the sailing vessel is not running up a large 
coal bill, and if laid up there is less capital idle and 
less deterioration on account of machinery. The 
annual mortality on ships is estimated at about 30 in 
the 1,000, 14,878 seamen and 1,242 passengers per- 
ishing, with that disappear from the register as the 
result of those casualties. Though the Commander 
does not mention the fact, we learn from a consular re- 
port that during 1886 shipbuilding at Bordeaux, as 
at most other French ports, bas been at a stardstill, 
In spite of the high premiums offered by the law of 
1881 the French mercantile navy experienced dur- 
ing 1886, compared with the preceding year, adiminu- 
tion of 6,401 tons of steam shipping and 12,930 tons of 
sailing sbips. 








AFTER an unusually long and vexatious delay the 
President has decided to approve the findings 
and recommendations of the examining board 
in the case of Lieutenant C. C. Topp, U. 
S. Navy, whose promotion to Lieutenant- 
Commander has hung fire so long; a cowmission has 
been issued to Lieutenant-Commander Topp. This 
breaks the deadlock which has existed so long among 
a number of junior officers for whom vacancies have 
occurred and who bave qualified to filithem. Promc- 
tions will now ensue right down the lins until some 
other debatable case arises to exemplify the truth cf 
the quotation that ‘“Hope deferred maketh the heart 
sick.” 
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Our Army chaplains of sombre garb will sympa- 
thizo, wedo not doubt, with the feelings of a cor- 
respondent who writes to Broad Arrow of his visit 
to the officers’ mess of an English regiment where he 
found one gentleman who seemed in appearance as 
much out of keeping with his surroundings as a 
crow in a nestof blue jays. Seeing, he says, ‘‘ that 
the gentleman could not be a station master, or an 
inspector of tramears, I applied for information, 
and learned that he was the senior chaplain, with 
rank of full colonel! I cannot refrain from lamen- 
tition over that uniform. On every side one heard 
murmured words of compassion for his luck in hay- 
ing to dine in that formless black coat, adorned with 
about fourpennyworth of big narrow binding or 
braid, and unrelieved even by shoulder straps or 
frogs. Is the wearing of this costume intended to 
be penal? If so, surely it might be restricted to 
chaplains of bad character. If not, surely some- 
thing might be invented which (without obscuring 
the sacred character of the wearer) might be a little 
more suggestive of an officer of one of the depart- 
ments of the Army, a little less suggestive of a 
ticket collector, or of a newsvendor ‘retained’ in the 
interest of one of our leading journals.” 








THE afflictions of our own Army and Navy are 
not unknown elsewhcre. The Adméralty Gazette 
reports that the official at the Admiralty responsible 
for checking travelling expenses incurred by officers 
on duty is evidently determined to make bis mark. 
Searcely a claim is passed without disallowing some 
item for cabs or porterage or other triviality which 
appears to him to be excessive. It regards it as 
curious that the opinions of an Admiralty clerk in 
this respect should be deemed to be conclusive, in 
spite of the declaration signed on the form by the 
officer who incurred the expenses, and the Captain 
and accountant officer, who have both to certify 
that the claim appears to be correct and reasonable. 








GENERAL ORDERS 34, issued from Headquarters of 
the Army this week, adds to the Army Regulations 
the heretofore unwritten rules in regard to the 
examination of officers of the line for transfer to 
the Ordnance Corps. According to this new order 
an officer to be eligible for transfer must be less 
than 30 years of age, must have served at least four 
years as an officer of the line, and must pass a satis- 
factory examination upon subjects prescribed in the 
new order. The age linit fixed by the order has 
heretofore been pretty generally complied with, but 
there are a few cases where officers over thirty have 
been transferred to the Corps. 








THE returns from department boards in the cases 
of non -commissined officers, who have lately 
competed for second lieutenancies in the Army, 
show a much larger array of successful candidates 
than usual.

An examination by a board to be convened at 
Fort Monroe will be next in order for these young 
gentlemen.

No action has been taken by the War Department 
on the subject of more frequent payments in the 
Army. The reports recently circulated to the effect 
that orders were being formulated for this purpose 
probably arose from the apnouncement made in 
these columns some weeks ago in regard to the 
change that has been recommended by the Paymas- 
ter-General in the system of payments to officers. 
This change is for the purpose of preventing dupli- 
cations of pay accounts and the order to carry it 
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some unknown reason has not yet been issued. The 
recent agitation in regard to more frequent pay 
days for troops has started the officials of the War 
Department to thinking, and it may not be long be- 
fore something is done in the matter. The officials 


of the Pay Department say they are not upwilling. 


to try the experiment, but are a little apprehensive 
of a successful result in view of the limited number 
of paymasters. With the concentration of troops 
at large posts we have no doubt that payments can 
be made at least once a month. 








Tr is understood that Inspector General Baird fa- 
vors the detail of an artillery officer to succeed Lieut. 
Ool. Lazelle as Acting Inspector General Depart- 
ment of the Columbia. Capt. Henry C. Hasbrouck, 
4th Art., at present commandant of cadets at West 
Point, is said to be his first choice for the place, but, 
as that officer is just completing a tour of detached 
service, it is possible that some one else may be se- 
lected. At any rate it is not expected that Captain 
Hasbrouck will be given the detail for the present, 
as it seems to be the purpose to continue bim at the 
Academy until the new superintendent has taken 
charge and familiarized himself with his new duties. 
Gen. Merritt will not be relieved until after the 
June examinations, and Gen. Parke, the probable 
new superintendent, will not return from Europe 
until some time in August. 








THE WAR RECORDS’ OFFICE. 


LrEut.-CoL. Henry M. LAZELLE, 23d Infantry, bas 
been induced by his friends at the War Department 
to reconsider his declination of the detail as super- 
intendent of the office of publication of the Records 
of the War of the Rebellion, and is now under 
orders to assume charge of the work at the earliest 
date practicable. He is expected in Washington 
shortly after the Ist of July. His first work of ac- 
tual compilation will be in connection with volume 
38, which, according to the plan mapped out by the 
late Col. Scott, will contain the operations of the 
Atlanta campaign—May 1 to Sept. 8, 1864. The pre- 
ceding volumes from 18 to 23, inclusive, are in the 
hands of the printer, aud Lieut.-Col. Laizelle’s work 
in connection with them will consist principally of 
reading and arrauging proof: the manuscript for 
volumes 29 to 37, inclusive, with exception of volumes 
38, 1s also practically in shape and will require but 
little more work to get it ready for the prioter. The 
last volume printed and issued was No.17. It is 
estimated that the work when completed will com- 
prise over a bumired books. 'The17 volumes already 
issued comprise 25. The remaining volumes, as laid 
out by Col. Scott, are as follows :

Tue Court of Claims on Monday last dismissed the 
longevity pay cases of Major-General Daniel E. 
Sickles and Captain Adam Badeau. U.S. Army, re- 
tired. These cases have been pending before the 
Treasury Department and Court of Claims for the 
past several years. They came aout in this way. 
When the decision was rendered in the well-known 
Tyler longevity case these officers, among several 
hundred others, put in their claims for back pay. In 
looking up the records of Generals Sickles and Ba- 
deau the accounting officers discovered that they 
had drawn two salaries from the Government for 
the same period, both having performed duty 1n the 
Consular service while holding the position of and 
drawing pay as retired officers of the Army. The 
accounting officers immediately entered a counter 
claim against the two officers for the amount paid 
them as retired officers during the time they served 
under the State Department. This counter claim 
involved not only the officers’ indebtedness to the 
Government but the question of their rigbt to com- 
missions as officers in the Army. When the officers 
discovered this they were willing to withdraw their 
claims for longevity pay, but the Government was 
determined to prosecute and, after a delay of two 
years or more, the cases were finally brought up for 
trial in the Court of Claims, where they were argued 
by General Sickles last week. Only four judges 
were sitting at the time. Two of them decided to 
dismiss the claims for longevity pay and the other 
two to dismiss the counter claims of the Government 
and so the officers stand just where they did before 
they made application for back pay. Unless the 
cases should be appealed to the Supreme Court, and it 
is not probable that they will be, Generals Sickles and 
Badeuu will continue to draw their pay as retired 
officers but, of course, they will not receive the back 
pay claimed under the Tyler decision. 





ALTHOUGH the Board have, as yet, expressed no 
formal opinion, it is the impression at the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard, where the discussion of all models and 
plans submitted is carried on, the Berdan torpedo 
has made a very favorable impression.

So far as we know, it has nowhere been adopted ard 
is yetin the experimental stage in Europe as it is 
here. At the last meeting of the Torpedo Board, it 
was decided to experiment with the Howell torpedo 
as soon as practicable. This invention, by Captain 
John A. Howell, U. S. N., has long been under dis- 
cussion, and to finally bring 1t the final testin its 
existing state of theoretical completeness, a trial in 
Gardiner’s Bay, Long Island, has been decided upon, 
and it 1s hoped that a thorough and satisfactory 
test may be inade of this torpedo which claims, it is 
believed by many, to embody a principle opposed 
to the laws of natural philosophy. However, as the 
trials will be carried out on ascale to simulate the 
conditions of warfare it will suffice, perhaps, to note 
that the claim for this invention that after deflec- 
tion, during its run from its origiual direction and 
point of attack. it possesses the power to automatic- 
ally resume its course to the original point is diffi- 
cult to understand without an actual demonstra- 
tion. The subject is an interesting one, and the 
doubts which exist as to the efficacy and value of 
torpedoes as a means of offence or defence, will no 
doubt be definitely refuted or confirmed, so far as 
the United States is concerned, by the experimenta- 
tions of the Board under discussion. 








THE eloquence of Lieut. Cowles, {".S. N., on the 
occasion of the reception of Queen Kapiotani of the 
Sandwich Islands, has been the subject of some 
criticism, but it should not be forgotten that the 
Lieutenant was serving in the capacity of a diplo- 
matic agent for the Government, which is just now 
negotiating a new treaty with the Pacific Ocean 
Sovereignty, represented by the wife of our friend, 
King Kalakaua.

sel to convey you to Mount Vernon, the resting place of the 
illustrious founder of this country. The Secretary is always 
giad torender any service to a beautiful woman, and is 
doubly pleased to-day in the fact that that beautiful woman 
is your gracious Majesty, the wise ruler of a nation near and 
friendly to the United States. 

We do not know precisely where authority is ob- 
tained for calling the Secretary of the Navy “ His 
Excellency,”’ but perhaps it was merely an expres- 
sion of compliment intended as a recognition of his 


excellence as a Secretary.

Tue Lieutenant-General bas not yet fully decided 
upon the light battery detail for Fort Riley, but it 
is believed that he inelines to the five additional 
batteries authorized in 1882 for the first tour of duty 
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SERGEANT JOHN KENNEY recently applied for a 
writ of mandamus to be directed to the Secretary 
of War, und the case will be argued Tuesday, 
May 24. He claims that he was a member of the 
7th U. 8S. Cavalry and accompanied the Proteus to 
Lady Franklin Bay for the relief of Lieutenant 
Greely aud his party; that by the sinking of the 
Proteus he lost $188.35 worth of clothing, and that he 
has made claim therefor upon the Department, but 
that the Secretary of War has declined to makea 
requisition therefor according to law. He asks that 
the mandamus of the court may issue to the Secre- 
tary of War, directing him to cause the money to 
be paid the plaintiff. Upon receiving this petition 
Judge Cox certified it to be tried in the first instance 
in the General Term. Secretary Endicott refuses to 
take action in the case on the ground that the law 
passed March 3, 1885, to reimburse officers and men 
of the Army for private property lost 1n service is 
vague and indefinite, and must be amended by Con- 
gress. There arealarge number of claims under 
this law, all of which are ignored by the War De- 
partmert. 








Tn the case of Pay Clerk Monat, of the Navy, the 
Court of Claims decided on Monday last that a 
Paymaster’s Clerk is an officer of the Navy within 
the meaning of the act of 1876, allowing eight cents 
per mile to naval officers in lieu of travelling ex- 
penses. The court decided some time ago in the 
case of Hendee tbat a Paymaster’s Clerk is an officer 
entitled to longevity pay the same as commissioued 
officers. These cases will be appealed to the Su, 
preme Court, and should the action of the Court be- 
low be affirmed all Paymaster’s Clerks will be 
entitled te mileage and longevity pay under the 
Graham and Jordan decisions respectively. Tae ac- 
counting officers of the Treasury declined to be gov- 
erred by the decision of the Court of Claims and 
until the Supreme Court has acted will not considef 
any Claims of this class that may be submitted. 








THE San Antonio Times of April 29 says: 

It is suggested that General Rochester contemplates asking 
retirement on reaching sixty-two in February next, witha 
view to General McCiure’s promotion. Gen. McClure wasou 
duty in this city at the time of the Twigs’ surrender in 1861, 
and is well known to the old settlers. His poomemee tu the 
position Gen. Rochester contemplates vacating would be ex- 
ccedingly gratifying to his old friends here. Gen. Rochester's 
application for retirement is to be commended. He steps 
“down and out” in the interest of his now subordinate, but 
for more than twenty years his superior, in rank in the 
Army as weil as in the corps. 

General McClure on being shown this statement, 
replied substantially as follows: * I know nothing 
of General Rochester's intentions in respect to re.

No friend has 
been asked by me to further in my behalf any such 
scheme, whichit is safe to say, would hardly be re- 


garded favorably by the President.”’ 








MaJ. Lowry, Quartermaster of the Marine Corps, 
seems to huve made unto himselfa rule to scorea 
point or two each year of his official life. Last year 
he attended to the wants of Norfolk and Pensacola 
Barracks by greatly improving tbe quarters of the 
enlisted men at those points,and this year be bas in 
hand three new houses—oue double and two single 
—for the officers at Mare Island, a much-needed ad- 
dition to the officers’ quarters at Boston, and an en- 
tire rearrangement of the large building used by 
the officers at Brooklyn. This hotel-like structure, 
containing 60 rooms, is to be divided into private 
residences at a cost of $4,000. Muj. Lowry can rest as- 
sured that his successful efforts to improve the De- 
partment is highly appreciated by those whose 
opinions are of value. 








THe Academic year being nearly at an end, sev- 
eral important changes in the personnel of the Naval 
Academy will soon engage the attention of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. Chief among the changes will 
be the head of the Department of Steam Engine:r- 
ing, the preseut incumbent, Chief Engineer Edward 
Farmer, having entered upon the duties of the place 
80 long ago as July, 1881, so that it is very unlikely 
that he will be continued there another year.

Mr. Farmer’s last tour of duty afloat 
was as Chief Engineer of the U.S. 38. Alert on the 
China Station.

NOTHING will convince the Haytians, says a con- 
tributor to Chambers’s Journal, that as a military 
power they are not vastly superior to avy nation, 
either in the Old or New World. The Haytian army 
must present to beholders a spectacle of grotesque- 
ness, the equal of which it would be difficult to find 
anywhere, citber in fact or fiction. Imagine a bat- 
talion on parade consisting of thirteen privates. ten 
officers, and six drummers! the rest of the men 
thinking it nunecessary to present themselves ex- 
cept on pay day. The staff officers are clad in the 
most gorgeous uniforms procurable, while the men 
are habited in a motley array of tatters. Some have 
coats wanting one arm, the collar, or the tail: the 
headgear may consist of a dilapidated shako, a straw 
hat, wideawake, or in many cases merely a hand- 
kerchief tied round the head. The officers hold 
their swords in either hand as suits them, and the 
men march pastin admirable confusion, each one 
carrying bis musket in the position he fiuds most 
couvenient. The populace look on with admiring 
looks and gravely ask if finer troops can anywhere 
be found. The Haytian black, however, thoroughly 
detests military service, and consequently the sen- 
tries, lest they should be overfatigued, are consider- 
ately provided with chairs! 








THe result of the inspection of the work being 
done at the Bethlehem Steel Works to prepare for 
the carrying out of the Goyernment steel contract 
is exceedingly gratifying to naval officers. The 
managers of the works are in earnest and propose 
to build a plant that will compare favorably with 
those of other countries. The building in which will 
be placed the steel-making plant is two thirds fin- 
ished, and it is claimed the furnaces to be erected in 
it will turn out 100 tons of steel at one run. The 
buildiug for the rough turning and boring plant is 
well under way. Captain Sicard will muke a 
report expressing bis gratification at the progress 
made by the Bethlehem people. 








Now THAT the Torpedo Board has gotten fairly to 
work on the task not only of determining by actual 
tests the relative values of the different systems 
presented, but also if any torpedo possesses any 
value whatever as an instrument of defence, it is 
fairly to be expected that the result of their inves- 
tigations and experiments will be of greater practi- 
cal value than anything yet attempted in this line. 
The torpedoes which may be submitted to the Board 
will be sure of a fair trial, and under circumstances 
as neurly approaching actual practice as possible. 








Tue Driggs-Schroder improved Hotchkiss rapid 
firing gun having been favorably spoken of by 
ordnance experts, the inventors are now having 
a gun built for practical experiments. Messrs. 
Cramp and Sons have taken the contract for build 
ing the gun. Lieut. Driggs has recently been excused 
from his orders to the Trenton to enable him to give 
his personal attention to the building of the gun.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In a case recently tried at Fort Keogh, the reviewing au- 
thority, Gen. T. H. Ruger, says: “ It appears from the record 
that one member was not present at the organization, or 
during the tirst day’s proceedings of the court, but was 
present at the meeting on the second day, and on his state- 
ment of absence the first day, and he preferred the 
caarges in the case before the court, was excused from duty 
in the case. In this the court erred. A Court-martial has 
not power, independently of a challenge, duly made and 
allowed, to excuse a member present at a from the 
duty imposed by the order convening the court. Absence 
by a member caries first day’s proceerings, does not 
necessarily disqualify him for duty in the .ase; and the 
proper course of procedure upon his appearance at a subse. 





cout meeting of the court would be to accord the right of 
challenge, if, in the opinion of the court, the case had not 80 
far ed as torender it inadvisable; otherwise, to re- 
port the matter for decision of the convening authority. 
Such course would save what rights or interest the accused 
might have in the matter, and also accord with the require- 
ment of law respecting the number of and what mem 
shall constitute a Court-martial, as determined by the order 
convening the court.” 

In the case of a soldier tried for stealing a watch aud 
chain, “at or near Fort Leavenworth,” the reviewing au- 
thority, Major-Gen. Terry, says: “The proceedings are dis- 
approved for the reason that the court was without jurisdic- 
tion of the offence committed by the prisoner, which is 
shown by the evidence to have occurred in the city of Leav- 
enworth. The provisions of the 58th Article of War giving 
to Courts-martial power to try crimes of this character, 
without reservation as to the place of their commission, are 
only vitalized during the period of a war. The prisoner will 
be turned over to the civil authorities.” 








NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Belford, Clarke and Co., of Chicago and New 
York, publish the “ Life and Services of Joho A. Logan, 6 
Soldier and Statesman, by George Francis Dawson, ex- 
Librarian of the United States Senate, etc.”” Though inter- 
esting in itself, it is so rather as a scrap-boek of 
information concerning Logan than as a well digested 
bio; hy which properly sets forth its hero with 
cri cal yet kindly judgment. It is largely mode up of 
extracts from official reports, public speeches, and news- 
paper clippings in about equal proportion. Of the 580 octavo 
= only 13 are devoted to Logan's early history, that is, 

‘ore the war, and ooly 87 to L.gan during the war, Next 
follows 345 pages on Logan's history since the war. Thirty- 
seven pages are given to Logan's Last Davsand Death, and 
the remaining 74 pages are occupied by “ addenda " and an 
“index.” The work adds nothi»g to what was before known 
of Logan, the writer's intimacy with his hero seeming to 
have been of little ava!) to carry him beyond the region ac- 
cessible tv all who have access to a file of public documents. 
In a most excellent introduction written by Mrs. n we 
are told that the volume was written (“compiled” is the 
more correct word) from data furnished by Gen. Logan and 
had his unqualified enlorsement as it has her approval. In 
the addenia Howard's selection for the command of the 
Army of the Tennéssee in place of Logan, is dwelt upon in 
terms of severe criticism. Lotters from Gen. Sherman, 
which to the or‘inary apprehension would seem to indicate 
nothing but a desire to soften the disappointment of a noble 
soldier whom be held in high esteem, are characterized as 
showing au “ unguiet consciousness” of injustice done, and 
the author of this volume says: “ To his dying day General 
Sherman will never be able to excuse bimaelf before the 
Nation for his injustice to the Lion of Arianta, nor can it 
ever be condoned until he can reach those brights of cour- 
age to which so few have ever ascended, by acknow- 
lodging, with the magnanimity possessed by really great 
men, his owu error of judgment. West Point—which 
means the rhaps very natural desire of every West 
Pointer to elp a advancing other West Pointers at 
the expense of all other persons—was mainly at the 
bottom of Sherman’s unjust action in this matter. ad 
Julius Coesar himself been in Logan's place—and Sherman 
has, since Logan's death, declured that * Logan was as brave 
as Julius Ceezir, and a first-rate natural soldier’—Sherman 
would have put Howard in Julius Caesar's place because he 
was a West Pointer and Julius Cesar was not.” We have 
hints also of a suppressed reason for the act and are told that 
until that is revealed “the public will settle down to the 
conviction that Sherman's inexcusable act of injustice to 
Logun was due, not alou2 to West Point fanaticism and West 
Point prejudice, but to West Point jealousy as well.” How- 
ever, it must be said that Mr. Dawson, while stating his own 
opinion without reserve, sets forth the case very fairly in 
jetters and statements from Gen. Sherman. These will 
enable each reader to jadge for himself of the sincerity of 
Gen. Sherman's assertiva that, “I cannot say, even while 
Logan lies dead, that I did not do the best I could, in view 
of my situation and that of the country. It turns out well. 
Perhaps, if Thad put Lozan in command of that Army it 
would have turned out equaily well. It could bardly have 
turned out any better.”” Of Gen. Logan his biographer 
suys: “ He was the only officer of the war, whether volun- 
teer or Regular, comminding an Acmy of more than two 
corps, who led it to victory in every engagement in which 
he was in command; and turther, that he was the only vol- 
unteer officer of the Union Armies who successively beld 
command of a regiment, a brigade, a division, a corps, and 
an ery, who never was defeated while leading them.”

Regular asks : Is a soldier who served five years 
in the Regular Army since the war, and was in engagements 
with hostile Indians, and now belongs to the National Guaid 
State of New York, entitled to wear a service stripe.

Quill asks: ‘* In preparing monthly returns, etce., 
should men whose term of service expires, for instance, 
April 30, 1887 (having enlisted May 1, 1882) be dropped on the 
returns for April? I Lold that they be dropped on the May 
returns, to date April 30, 1887." ANns.—There is no fixed rule 
in tois matter, but, under the usual and, we think, the 
better custom, the men in question would be dropped on the 
returns for April. 

J. C. asks: 1. Does an enlisted man sentenced by 
a General Court-martial to be dishonorably discharged the 
service of the U. 8. lose citizenship? I have served one 
enlistment and received an honorable discharge. ANs.—No, 
unless discharged for desertion. 

2. Will I have any difficulty in becoming a citizen, if I so 
desire? ANS.—Probably not. 

G. R. asks: ‘** Can a soldier deposit money with 
a paymaster on any other occasion than when the paymas- 
ter vis ta tae post to make payment on stated muster rolls ?"’ 
Ans.—A soldier can de it with a paymaster at any time if 
he properly identifies himself, but it is preferable that de- 
posits should be made immediately after payment of a post 
and in the presence of the company commander, so that the 
deposit can be properly attested and recorded as required 
by Army Regulations. 

McDowell.—A man deserting from one regiment, 
and enlisting in another, is, of course, a deserter in fact, and 
liable to errest at any timeif detected. If he served bis 
time out honorably in the second regiment and su uently 
surrende as adeserter from the first, the honorable ser- 
vice in the second might pleadin his bebalf. Under any 
circumstances character can be regained in the Army, first 
by surrender, taking the punishment awarded like a man 
and then, if coturest to the ranks, fulfilling the contract of 
enlistment faithfully and loyally.

THE NEW YORK STATE ENCAMPMENT. 


Tue Brooklyn Eagle has some sensible comments 
upon the subject of tbe improved methods of Na- 
tional Gua administration, saying: “Upon the 
coming into control of the military adminrtration 
for which Governor Hill was personally responsible, 
a decided change was effected in the methods of Na- 
tional Guard administration. Witbout attempting 
the enforcement of Regular Army ideas the force 
was speedily broucht toa realization ef its respon- 
sibilities as a militarv body. In a comparatively 
brief interval, and without resort to revolutionary 
measures, the mass of the military establishmert 
was convinced of the necessity and advantage of 
more immediate State control than had thereto- 
fore been experienced.. The experiment of the Ad- 
jutan General assuming full commanding power at 
the military post was crowned with gratifying re- 
sults exceeding the most sanguine expectations. 
Castiron rules were thrown tothe wiads. Command- 
ants of organizutions ordered to perform a tour of 
duty at the State cawp were held to a rigid personal 
responsibility for the advancement in discipline and 
drill of their commands. The widest latitude of in- 
struction was allowed, prewsees that the instruction 
sbould be such as could not be compassed in the 
armories. One-half of the National Guard was sub- 
jected to this system lest year: the coming season 
the remainder of the force isto be called upon to 
submit to the requirements of the same curriculum. 
Beginning with the 7th, the several organizations 
will be afford: J opportunity to disclose to what ex- 
ten( their membership is made up of soldierly ma- 
terial. The period of play soldiering at Peekskill 
has passed, never toreturn. Therefore that regi- 
ment will be accorded the first place in the National 
Guard which proves itself to be the most pi “gen 
to the requirements of discipline and drill, and 
which demonstrates that it has -attained to the 
highest point of instruction capable to be achieved 
by the citizen soldiery."’ 














LEATHER LEGGINGS FOR THE GUARD. 


WE have already announced that the adoption of 
white leggings as a part of the uniform of tbe 47th 
Regiment harine been approved by the Command- 
er-in chief, the lezgings will be worn for the first 
time at tle parade on Decoration Day. It is to be 
regretted that the command has not adopted ser- 
viceable brown leither or canvas leggings instead 
of these flim-y white rag deformities, wmich while 
suitable for ball rooms are wholly out of placeina 
street parade. Instead of adding to the appearance 
ofa regiment, they mar it, for aftera march of a 
few blocks the white leggings soon get covered witb 
mud and dirt. Leather legeings are a much needed 
and serviceable part of a soldier's outfit, and ever 
regiment in the Guard should be provided wit 
them. It would save the wearof thetrousers on the 
bottoms of the legs to a very marked degree, would 
be very beneficial in stormy weather and going 
over dusty roads, and add to the ease of a soldier in 
marching. In the memorable evacuation day 
parade of a few years ago the soldiers hud a stormy 
day and an extremely muddy route at times, the 
trousers being fairly plastered jwith mud to the 
knees, many of them being utterly ruined for fu- 
ture wear. This serviceable leather or canvas 
leggings would have measurably prevented. At thre 
funeral of Gen. Grant the lst Pennsylvania, wear- 
ing their leather leggings, won universal comment 
as a soldierly looking Lody of men, and presented a 
marked contrast! with their trousers tucked neatly 
in brown leggings, to those of the New York re gi- 
ments covered with dust without them. 





DEATH OF J. H. MCKENNEY. 


J. H. McKenney, the head of the old Grand street 
military equipment firm, J. H. McKenney and Co. 
(formerly Baker and Mokenney).saecess died of 
apoplexy cn Tuesday evening, May 10, while dining 
with friends. The event was entirely unexpected, 
Mr. McKenney being apparently in the enjoyment 
of excellent health and spirits. Though never a 
soldier himself, yet it may safely be said that few 
civilians were more entensively and favorably 
known to military men, both in the National and 
State service over the entire county, than he. Hav- 
ing been a member of this firm for nearly fort 
yeurs, he had constant dealings with soldiers of all 
degrees, and his reputation as a business man of 
sterling integrity was well deserved. In his private 
life he was a kind, upright, genial eentleman. gener- 
ous toa fault, and always ready to lend a substan- 
tial helping hand when appealed to. He was a par- 
ticularly staunch friend to the National Guard.

A DANGEROUS PRACTICE. 


Under this heading the San Francisco Report says: “ A 
deplorable accident happened in Raleigh, North Carolina, 
esterday.

The horse stepped on the swori with a hind 
foot and broke it, and the chy u, falling a little farther to 
the rear. was subjected to still nore ignominious treatment 
by the frightened animal, and had to be carried away on 
the end of an infantryman’s bayonet.” 





Twenty-second New Yoric—Col. John T. Camp. 


THe 22d made a very creditable display on Monday even- 
ing, May 9. Assembly sounded at 8.45 and the companies 
fell in promptly. In spite of the conspicuous disparity in 
the sizes of companies, the promp and military movements 
of officers, ser nts, and men made a very favorable im- 
pression from the start. The gorgeous white uniform was 
discarded for the occasion, but their omission to us seemed 
rather advantageous than otherwise. The effect of the sub- 
stantial dark blue fatigue dress, capped by white summer 
helmets, was i: finitely more practical and military. This is 
by far the most soldierly aud serviceable fatigue dress in 
the State, and should certainly form the model for any con- 
poe lated alteration in tue style of the present State service 
uniform. 

In consequence of the already mentioned difference in the 
companies, the equalization naturally was rather tedious to 
tbose waiting for the performance to begin, but the interval 
was satisfactorily filled out by the execution of the manual 
by several companies. which was, as a rule, very lively and 

ular. At the completion of the equalization the bat- 

ion consisted of 10 companies of 16 files, and these. at 
adjutant’s call, formed in astonishingly rapid manner. The 
first part of the performance was a dress parade under com- 
mand of Lieut.-Col. W. J. Harding, and of it we can only 
say that the men exhibited their discipline by their admira- 
ble steadiness and effective manual alike. The precision and 
the regularity of the manual by the regiment as a whole 
was particularly conspicuous in contrast with the rather 
ca pertarwmence in some of the left companies on com- 
ing into hne, which was probably caused by want of proper 

ce and unfamiliarity with the ways and commands of 
the captain on the part of men belonging to other com- 
panies, and who had been thrown out of their legitimate 
sphere by the equalization. The officers marched to the 
front in a businesslike, tactical manner; there was no “ semi- 
circling ” and “ monkeying ” of any kind at the close of the 

rade, and taking the performance as a whole, it was a 
mihtary piece of work, just as it should be. The music, 
under Gilmore, was elegant, and the sounding of retreat by 
the bugle corps, which is an excellent one, aside from its 
novelty, had an exceedingly eilieary ring to it. 

The dress parade being concluded and the companies hav- 
ing dapeuend, four companies forxed Ime for battalion drill 
by bugle commands, under the command of Col. John T. 
Cump. It was a idea to dispense with an exhibition of 
the entire regiment here, and the smal! battalion. which had 
at least some chance to marcuvre, made a much better 
show than the whole would have done, while the regimental 
reputation did not suffer. For astarter, the clear tones of 
the trumpet rang out fours right, and the regiment, witha 
swinging stepand good distances, circled the hall until the 
trumpet gave the signal fours ieft march, halt. The com 

nies dressed almost instantaneously. The movemevt was 

hen, repeated by the left flank, but came into line on, in- 
stead of to the left with remarkable precision, and repeated 
the same mianeeuvre by the opposite flank. 

The colonel] then directed the command to load, and, hay- 
ing executed several advances in line, broke into fours, ran 
the regiment in double time around the hall, came on left 
into line, and, as soon as the companies arrived in their 

Jaces, a lively series of firings commenced, the second and 

ourth aiming right oblique, and the first and third com- 
panies firing vo the front. The prom ptness and precision 
with which the cowpanies arrived in their places, the rapid- 
ity with which the firings were taken up, the absence of all 
confusion and the covloess of officers and men deserve spec- 
ial mention. With exception of the orders to load, aim, fire, 
etc... nearly all the movements had ta be executed by bugle 
sound, which certuinly required everybody concerred to 
keep his eyes andearsopen. The stepping off during the 
firings, the correct itions of feet and pieces, especially 
during the oblique firinge, were conspicuons. The next was 
ashow movemeut, an advance by the flank of companies, 
followed by companies left front into live, fours right about, 
and.a mareb in line to the rear.

ment created by the rapidiy-fol/owing trumpet signals, put 
the battalion in gooi shape fora more difficult movement. 
While going at double time the signal lert front into liae, 
faced to the rear, was given, and almost instantaneously 
, followed by the order commence firing. It was a difficuit 
evolution, but the battalion was equal to it, the movements 
were rapid and precise, aud the firings taken up coollv and 
executed in the same methodical manner as we have men- 
tioned before in this article. The regiment now formed 
column of companies and circled the drill room, and here it 
was where the first fault of the drill became apparent. It 
was slight, but where everything was so well done, it cculd 
hardly fail to attract notice. The pivot guides, in changing 
direction, invariably failed to describe the required arc of a 
olrcle, but almost marked time on their own ground, 

This was most conspicuousin the left guide of the first 
eompany, and in fact this company at one change of direc. 
tivo wheeled virtuyliy with the pivot in the centre, that is, 
the left half of the’ company marched backward and the 
right forward.on the principle of the two wings of a skirmish 
line performing a wheel in two opposite directions. How- 
ever, the regiment recovere/ itself in a series of close col- 
uma formations on front and rear companies, and deploy- 
ments on flank and interior companies Asaclosing move- 
ment the battalion was stretched out in eingle rank,and put 
through the manual in very fine manner, It then executed 
fours right, broke into double time, and by the movement 
in double rank on right into line closeda drill which de- 
serves to be rank’d very high us an exhibition of general 
excellence of ex-cution and tactical skill. With exception 
of a very few all the commands were given by trumpet, and 
the entire absence of blunders shows unrelenting attention 
of the battalion to the bnsiness in hand. The Colonel was 
very rapid in delivering his ordera, and neither men nor offi- 
cers had time to think over an order aftec it had been given. 
A matter whichis worthy of more thun a passing n ‘tice is 
the ai nost perfect trainiaz exhibitel by the guides and 
m orkers, and the rapidity and recularity which character- 
ized their mov-ments. For this the sole credit belongs to 
Lieut. Col, Harding's system of instruction of non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

The armory was tastefully decorated and filled to reple- 
tion with « select audience. Conspicuous among the mili- 
tary men were Adjt. Gen. Josiah Porter, Brig. Gen. Louis 
Fitzgerald, Ex-Inspector Gen. ”.

zens in geveral, are worthless as rallying points for those up- 
holders of law and order, the citizen soldiers.

THE ENGLISH MILITIA. 


“ONE OF THEM" who writes in Colburn’s United Service 
Magazine informs us that for the most part the English mi- 
litia is officered by “country gentlemen, either landowners 
or younger sons, with a fair sprinkling of briefiess barris- 
ters and business men, a large proportion of wealtby idlers, 
and a small percentage of men who have been in the Regu- 
lar Aravy, altogether as good material for officers as can 
well be imagined.” The rank and file are dé@lared to be 

fair representatives of the middle and lower classes of the 
laboring world, not ot its aristocracy, for weil paid, 
highly skilled artisans do not care to leay+ their work to joip 
the militia, and if they soldier at ail it is as Volunteers.” 
17,000 men are artisans, 24,000 are mechanical laborers, nearly 
9,000 are miners, and 2,000 tishermen; agricnitural laborers 
contribure 25,000. and miscellaneous occupations 22,000. As 
to age, 34,000 are lads in their teens; 31, are between 20 
and 4 yeurs ; 22,000 between 25 and 30: 13,000.between 30 and 
35, and 10,000 over the latter age, The men are described as 
“capital fellows at bottom; their discipline is good, their 
knowledge of drill very fair, their cleanliness respectable, 
and their self-esteem as soldiers sufficiently develo ; in 
short, they are excellent material with which a ekilful offi- 
cer can do great things, provided he knows bow to bandle 
them properly.” 

As to musketry, “the shooting in the militia is so infa- 
mous that it is painful to write about it. The iuspecting 
otiicers are quite indifferent about marksmansuip, and sole.y 
base their reports to headquarters on cieanliness, smartness 
in dress, and marching past. Io practical soldier can for a 
moment affirm tbat men after such a month's training, with 
its intrinsically useless evolutions and ite sham musketry 
course, are adequately prepared for war. Yet on these in- 
fantry soldiers, aud engiveers and artillery trained io almost 
as superficial a manner, this country spends more than £1,- 
200,000 a year.” ’ 








(From a Washington Letter.) 
SOCIETY SETS IN WASHINGTON. 


THE extravagiwee and glitter of recent entertain- 
ments in Washington society, inaugurated exclu- 
sively by members of the new Administration, has 
caused the creation of two distinet seta. One 1s 
called the new or official clique, and the otber is the 
old or the Army and Navy faction. The receptions 
and affairs of the old society people, who stay here 
year alter year und watch processions of temporary 
officials sport for a brief while, are now made rigor- 
ously plain and unostentatious. Tbe other set are 
not invited to these entertainments, but they do not 
seem to mind it a bit. On the vontrary, they delight 
iu showing how profuse ane gorgeous people can be 
who have oil wells, railroads, and such things at 
their back. The war will not end while a certain 
part of this Administration remains in office. 








TORPILLEURS ET MERE GIGOGNE. 


LIBUTENANT WeYL, in writing in the Journal dela 
Marine, says in an article headed * Torpilleurs et 
Mére Gigogne”—* From some important revelations, 
it results that the naval administration is still in 
search ofa good torpedo boat. Neitber the 33 nor 
the 35 metres are to-day in favor; the 41 metres has 
gained ground, and yet officers wbo have seen that 
type at sea declare if to be inferior to the 33 metres, 
All this proves that in spite of efforts und millions 
expended, the end, said to have been completely 
realized three years ago, ‘has not beea attained, und 
the microbe hus not yet slain the giant. Alas! at 
that epoch the microbe bad never discharged torpe- 
does atsea. Lam mistaken, it had discharged one 
in the roads of Lunis in the presence of the Bey, and 
it went to the bottom and was lost. Since that time, 
in spite of reiterared dewaands on the part of officers, 
no torpedoes have been discharged ai sea. They cost 
so much that the authorities hesitate incurrivg the 
risk of losing them.” Means baving been found, 
thanks to an ingenious mechanism, of closing the 
tubes to the sea without any risk of a premature ex- 
plosion when the torpedo is discharged. The Mére 
Gigogne, which is destined to act as a sort of maga- 
zine for six torpedo boats, is to be armor clad, pro- 
tected with 35 c. plates, armed with two 3t c. guns 
aad machine guns, and to be fast. Lt. Weyl thinks 
that this *“*motber” will cost over 2.000.000 fr., and the 
offspring about 1.500,000 fr. Hethinks that all kiuds 
of difficulties would be experienced at sea in getting 
the torpedo boats safely alongside of the Mére Gig- 
ogne to replenish their stock of torpedoes, or to re- 
turn those out of order to store, or for repair. 








H. M. 8. ORLANDO. 


Tue Orlando, belted cruiser, made a four hours’ 
trial of her machinery with the forced draught at 
Plymouth, April 20. The draught of water forward 
was 20 ft., aft 22 ft., her deep load-line draught with 
all her stores, guns, ammunition, coals, and crew on 
board ready for sea. Steam in boilers, 129 Ibs.; in 
the starboard cylinders, high 34 Ib., intermediate 
26.9 1b., low 16.5 1b.; vacuum in condenser, 26.1 in.; re- 
volutions of engines, 119.2; horse-power, high 874, 
mtermediate 1,442, low 1,997—total, 4,313. Port en- 
gine—steam in cylinders, high 38.7 Ib., intermediate 
26.4 Ib., low 16.1 1b,; vacuum in condenser, 26.2in.: re- 
volutions, 118.5; horse-power—high 990, intermediate 
1389, low 1,930—total, 4,809, aud for both engives 
8,622. The highest horsé-power attained was 8,992, 
or 492 above what was contracted for, and the ves- 
sel attained a mean speed, by patent log, on the 
measured mile, of over 19 knots. This is the highest 
speed yet attained by any of her Majesty’s armed 
vessels. The engines worked weiland without any 
hot bearings, and the boilers gave a good supply of 
steam without priming. The curve of the wave-line 
was taken in order to ascertain whether the protec. 
tive belt was placed in the right position below the 
water-line, and it was found to be most acourate, 
The Orlando is, therefore, in all respects & success,— 
Admiralty Gazette. 
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PRACTICE WITH REPEATING RIFLES. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Pall Mall Gazette Jutely 
saw at Metza company of German troops drilling 
with the new repeating rifles, and writes as follows: 

The company [ raw bad bad but little practice, 
and were getting reprimands from balf a dozen 
officers standing beside the drill sergeant, for the 
slowness of their movements, but to a non-military 
eye nothing could have been more machine-like. 
Tbe repeating rifle differs from the ordinary rifle 
in the fact that the stock, instead of stopping short 
where it is grasped by the left hand, is prolon 
to within an inch of the end of the barrel. T 
constitutes the reservoir of cartridges. The firing 
consists of three movements—the * ready,”’ during 
which each man gives a sharp turn to the right to a 
little lever above the lock of bis gun, and the fa- 
miliar “present” and “fire!” The company stood 
four deep, the two front ranks firing, while the tw 
rear s recharged their magazines. So rapi 
were the movements that the magazine, bolding 
either ten or twelve cartridges—I forgot which— 
was emptied, with a perceptible allowance each time 
for rapid aim, in ten seconds. The thought of what 
would peppes to any body of men exposed to half a 
winute of firing like this made the spectacle almost 
appalling. A stolidlooking German by my side, 
who, as 1 afterward learted, bad been ou of the 
Land webr in the war, expressed bis feelings in ono 
word—the most vigorous in his native tongue, 
“Schaudernaft!” he exclaimed under bis breath. 
It is all very well for a ussian govervor to issue 
orders to bis troops calling upon them to remember 
that battles are won by courage aud net by repeating 
rifles, but the moral effect of the new weapon both 
upon those using it and thore opposed to it, must be 
enormous. To be able to wait until the enemy, in 
whatever form he may be, is withth & few yards of 
you, and then to deliver your fire upon bim at the 
rate of a shot a second, is enough to make “ cracks” 
outof even Falstaff’s levies. 








PROPORTION OF THE THREE ARMS. 


Tus Arenir Militaire observes that for many 
years past there has been a tendency, both abroad 
and in France, to augmeut cavalry in proportion to 
infantry. “ As regards artillery, the old proportion 
of two guns per 1,000 men bas everywhere been 
doubled. and lately it was declared that, at all 
events for the troops of the second line, this four 
per 1,000 ought to be consicered insufficient.” Sta- 
tistics published by the Pivista Militatre and official 
German documents show that the wounds inflicted 
in 1870-71 by infantry were 89.8 per cent., by the 
artillery 9 per cent., and by cavalry 1.2 per cent. 
The Aveuir points out that the German statistics 
deal only wito the wounded and not witb the killed, 
splinters of shells are more deadly thar bullets, 
aword and lance geverally kill, and if dead as well 
as wounded had beeu counted, the co-efficiency of 
the branches would be seen to be much more even 
than has been madeout. If the infantry kill the 
most, it suffera the most. In the Franco German 
War the Germans lost—116,487 infantry, out of av 
effective of 660,830 men; the artillery, 6.019 out of 
92,360; the cavairy, 4,639 out of 73,883; other urms, 
693 out of 53,942. The Avenir, which is by no meana 
Boulangerist, approves of the proposed addition of 
48 squadrons to the French cavairy.

ENGLAND'S SLEEPING ADMIRAL. 


We have not heard the last yet, and are not likely 
to hear for some time. of our sleeping Admiral, and 
the omission of the ceremouial salate when our iron 
elads visited Cannes. It seems that aftr leaving 
Cavoves the Duke of Edinburgh, with h's squadron, 
steamed for Naples, and that as they entered the 
bay tbey fired most punctiliously the salutes re- 
‘quired by the lawa of internarions! etiquette, for 
failing to fire which at «‘annes the Duke bus been so 
barehly criticized. 1 notice, bowever, that in oue of 
the Itulian papers whicb, as it were, chuckles over 
the event, there is a comment to the effect that the 
British ships could scarcely have had in the interim 
an opportunity of procuring tbe small canovon for 
firing the salute, which, it was stated, were not on 
board when they were at Cannes. The inference that 
the Italian journal wishes its readers to draw is ob- 
vious. 








FOREIGN ITEMS, 


Gen. BovnaNewpr bas submitted to the French 
Chamber of Deputies a bill looking to an experi- 
mental mobilization of the Army in October. 

Tue £1,040,000 recently voted by the French Cham- 
ber 1s to be expended in three 19-knot protected 
cruisers, three 2d class cruisers, three 3d cluss crais- 
ere, aud 30 torpedo vessels. ¢ 

Here Kroep is reported to intend the manufac. 
ture ofa cun weighing 8,000. cwt., and of-a calivre of 
174¢ in. The sbell to be fired from this gun is to weigh 
30 cwt., and to te vearly 6 ft. long. 

Tus Spanish Minister of Marine will shortly a k 
for estimates to build 21 cruisers and 160 torpedo 
vessels. Tt seems probable that the greater part of 
these craft will be built m England. 

Wuew the Martini-Henry wasadopted the English 
stock of Sniders were turned over to the colonies, 
Now that the magazine gun 1s to be adopted the 
Martiui-Henry are to replace the Snider in the hands 
of the native army of India. 

A new torpedo boat, constructed by Messrs. Yar- 
row for the Italian Government, has been tried on 
the measured mile below Grave-end. The weather 
was squally and rough, and the mean speed of six 
rans over the course was at the rate of 25.1 knote per 
heur, balfaknotin excess of that registered bya 
previous bodt of the same type. 

Herr NogpeNnrecprt is about to sign a cortract 
with the Hungarian Government for the establish- 
ment of a factory at Pesth for the manufacture of 
small arms. Huogary wil! allot the land on which 

the factory will be built free of rent and will er- 
empt the property from the payment of all taxes for 
fifteen years. 1t will.also exempt from duty all im - 
ported machinery which will be used in the factory 
and guarantee an order for 400,000 rifles to be deliy- 





ered in two years, 
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At Chatham the foundations are being laid of a 
180-ton bydraulic crane, and efforts are to be made 
to complete it to lift the heavy guns on board the 
Benbow and Rodney. 

A BILL is to be presented to the Cortes fixing the 
strength of the Spanish army at 100,000 men for the 
Peninsula, 19,000 for Cuba, 8,700 for the Philippines, 
and 3,700 for Porto Rico. Gen. Cassola is determined 
to pursue bis plans for the military territorial divi- 
sion of the Peninsula, so as to place Spain in line 
with other countries as regards the science of war- 
fare 


La France declares that all the rifles furnished to the 
French Army between the years 1869 and 1886, want 
precision; that neither the Chassepot nor the Gras 
fire straight, and that it is the same with the new 
small bore model Gras-Tebel. It is also complained 
that the new repeating-rifle must be taken from the 
»houlder after each round. It findssome consolation 


Some foreign Governments which have freely 
adopted Hotchkiss quick firing shell guns are now 
insisting that solid drawn cartridges must be used for 
these weapons, instead of the composite cartridges 
originally invented by Mr. Hotchkiss. 

Tue Fee Cheu, armed cruiser and cable vessel, has 
been launched on the Wear. Her dimensions are— 
length, 220 ft.; breadth, 32 ft., and depth of hold, 20 
ft. She is built entirely of steel, and the estimated 
speed is 13 knots per hour. The armament consists 
of two 6-in. Armstrong breechloaders, with four 
small Armstrongs in the ‘tween decks. 


In consequence of the melinite explosion at Bel- 
fort General Demay, the Director of Artillery, has 
been replaced by General de St. Germain. Yet the 
behef in the new explosive is not abandoned in spite 
of this accident and a more recent one at Bourges. 
It appears the Belliqueusc, one of the early 1ronclads 
built in France, is to be operated upon with melinite 


EXPERIMENTS made by the German War Office 
have proved that mvlinite decomposes if kept long 
and is therefore useless for war purposes. 


Tue French Headquarters’ staff, which, under the 
Empire was a special service, and cénsisted of only 
580 officers, has now been thrown open, and consists 
of 1,003, a number which might be doubled in the 
event of a mobilization—603 officers of infantry, 124 
of cavalry, 230 of artillery, 45 of engineers, and a 
Captain of Gendarmerie. All these oficers have to 
pass a severe examination, and after serving for 
three years on the staff have to return to their corps, 
so as not to forget their regimental! duties.

men in England, and 50 rifles are being shipped to 
India for trial there. The committee have decided 
against the detachable magazine system, and in 
favor of a fixed form of hopper or magazine, and 
have fixed upon the bolt ferm of breech-action. 
They bave discarded the Enfield authorities’ new 
wooden gun-stocks. and reverted to that used oa 
the modern Martini-Henrys. A _ hbavd-guard of 
leather or canvas is to be provided to protect the 
men’s bands when the rifles get heated during rapid 
firing.

Where so 
much is required, where shall we begin? Military 
reformers may well contemplate our military pe- 
cessities with despair—ironclads, armor-piercing 
guns, mine-fields, guard-boats, torpedo- boats. tor- 
pedo-boat catchers, quick-firing guns, and so on ad 
infinitum.

What 
resistance could the English offer in Egypt to an 
attack by a powerful French expeditionary corps? 
Admiral Aude would not hesitate aleo to accept a 
naval engagement if the opportunity presented 
itself. I repeat it. The Pagny incident may have 
upset the calculations of France, but I believe 1 may 
assert that a few days ago a conflict between France 


,and England was afar greater probability than a 


second Franco-German War.” 


La Journal de la Marine gives a description of the 
2d class cruisers Davuoust and Suc, about to be laid 
down at Toulon, 90 m. 70 c long, 12 m. 10 ¢. beam, 
3,000 tons displacement, armed witt four 6 in. guns, 
macbine guns, and torpedo gear, etc. These cruisers 
are to have four masts, to beschooner rigged, to have 
two independent engines each working a screw, and 
capable of, developing, with forced draught, 9,000 
horse power between thew. Their speed is to be 20 
knots, and they are to carry 480 tons of coal, which 
it 1s calculated will allow them to steam 4,000 miles 
at the rate of 1244 knats.
